When You Assume... 

POST-ELECTION THOUGHTS 


I depart Austin for my native Baltimore 
in two weeks, yet have managed to attract a 
few new critics on my way out. In last 
week’s issue, as a tack-on to our election 
coverage, I published a list “remembering 
some assholes” that included outgoing 
Austin ISD District 1 Trustee Ted Gordon, 
saying that even he would likely 
admit that he can sometimes be 
an ass. In print, this ran alongside 
a similarly constructed list that 
recognized some of the good peo¬ 
ple who waged noble campaigns 
and lost, which also included 
Gordon (“He really cared about 
those kids,” it read). Those lists were not 
uploaded together online, which meant the 
attempt at political humor was lost on all 
who came upon the “asshole” list indepen¬ 
dently, and we’ve since made that change. 

However, it would be irresponsible of me 
to concede only that I failed to land a joke, 
and not to consider how calling a black man 


who advocated for an underrepresented 
group of Austinites an asshole could be 
offensive to him or his supporters; or to 
overlook the meaning of words and how 
they’re used. Even colloquially, it was care¬ 
less to include him with the other names on 
that list: those of state legislators and con¬ 


gressmen who wished to roll back human 
rights, sham judges who’d do the same, and 
a proposition geared toward cutting into 
Austin’s local control. The five entities that 
accompany Gordon are there because their 
intent is to inflict harm on Austin’s people, 
and particularly those who are disenfran¬ 
chised. Ted Gordon’s was a comment on his 


demeanor. He fought for the opposite out¬ 
comes of those he’s listed alongside. 

Nothing Positive About It 

Gordon served one term on the AISD 
board before losing by 23 points to LaTisha 
Anderson; he will depart with recognition as 
a committed figure who carried noble, 
oppositional, and often unsuccessful 
ideas to the dais concerning ways to 
improve public education for the city’s 
black and brown children. He was the 
only African-American trustee through¬ 
out his term, as Anderson will be now. 
He lost despite the Chronicle’s 
endorsement (often more influential for 
these down-ballot, nonpartisan races) but 
possibly in part because of our coverage. We 
have often cited how unsuccessful Gordon 
has been while also praising the virtues of 
his ideas and plans. We reported on his East 
Austin Manifesto, the hallmark 15-point

proposal he put forward with allies to 
improve education for minority students, 
but also reported the rhetoric from his col¬ 
leagues about their problems with how 
Gordon made the plan public as a call to 
action. Even in our endorsement of him, 
we led with the clause, “Although Dr. Ted 
Gordon has not appeared to enjoy his time 
as an AISD trustee - or even proven effec¬ 
tive in enacting policy goals ...” 

One of the more personable aspects of 
Gordon’s tenure was his acute understand¬ 
ing of those dynamics. During our endorse¬ 
ment meeting with him and Anderson in 
October, he spoke repeatedly of his isola¬ 
tion on the dais and of his troubles, fail¬ 
ures, and frustrations. Asked why he want¬ 
ed to run for another term, he responded: 
“I ran for the first time because people 
asked me to do so, and I’m running again 
because I feel like I represent a group of 
people who spend a lot of time trying to get 
things changed in the city, particularly in 
the school district. They insisted that my 
participation in this capacity is important. 

“I don’t like being a school board mem¬ 
ber. There’s really nothing very positive 
about it. And running for office ... is worse. 
But it is an honor. In other words, it is 
positive to have people think that you can 
actually do things that they want to see 
happen. And it’s a responsibility: I feel 
responsible for the community and try to 
address the things that I see that are going 
the way they shouldn’t. ... So I’m running 
again. I don’t have the time to do it, I don’t 
really like it, but I’ll do it.” 

Takes One to Know One 

That job now falls on LaTisha Anderson, 
who decided to run after her nephew was 
handcuffed at Clint Small Middle School 
following a false accusation from a fellow 
student. The two are ideologically similar, 
and Gordon expressed optimism through¬ 
out our meeting that Anderson will con¬ 
tinue advocating for many of the issues he 
would support. 

Gordon and I spoke on Saturday, just 
hours after a storm began to brew online 
about my list. He hadn’t seen it but was 
unsurprised by the generalization, and we 
spoke candidly and, I believe, construc¬ 
tively about the ramification of his inclu¬ 
sion. He made clear that his specific frus¬ 
tration last week concerned the result of 
Tuesday’s election. There is important 
work to be done, he said, and it will no lon¬ 
ger be tended to by him. 

Paul Workman can get lost and so can 
Konni Burton, and a judicial victory for 
Gisela Triana over Mike Toth should evoke 
celebrations throughout Central Texas. But 
Ted Gordon wanted to do good things for 
people in need of them, and despite having 
no time and no compensation for the posi¬ 
tion, he had committed himself to another 
four years because there was more work to 
be done. He lost and was beaten up about 
it, and yet I included his name on this list 
when I should have remembered that you 
don’t kick a good man when he’s down. 
Even an asshole should know that. ■ 


That rather peculiar question is liable to 
grow into a great debate as we move out of 
the ruins of CodeNEXT and into the next 
round of the ongoing city planning drama 
which, for now, we’ll call CodeWHAT?. 

Since the early 1990s, the city and what is 
now known as its Planning and Zoning 
Department have organized and overseen a 
neighborhood planning program, intended to 
guide development regulations and related 
matters within each neighborhood. Over the 
years, they’ve developed some 54 neighbor 
hood plans (NPs), covering - at this point - 
a majority of the city population, if just a frac¬ 
tion of the full land area. As 
with a lot of projects, it 
proved easier to create the 
plans than to keep them 
updated to best coordinate 
with one another and reflect 
changing conditions. An audit 
last year blasted the pro¬ 
gram’s oversight, both by the 
city and by the various plans’ 
contact teams - neighbor¬ 
hood groups which have con¬ 
siderable control over enforc¬ 
ing and amending (or not) their plans, but 
which themselves get little oversight or help 
from the city. 

Almost all the plans pre-date the Imagine 
Austin Comprehensive Plan, the Austin 
Strategic Mobility Plan, and the city’s last 
couple of growth spurts, and there’s never 
been a concerted effort to bring them into 
line with any of those developments. So an 
NP may abut a major transit corridor, which 


has its own planning process going on (see 
below), but not itself be updated to reflect 
those plans - or, for that matter, be in sync 
with the NP that’s right across the street 
from it. 

So it’s not surprising that the plans them¬ 
selves have been a target for urbanistas who 
see them as impeding progress and have 
come to loathe the entire concept. 

Meanwhile, for more than two decades, the 
city has been creating new plans and empow¬ 
ering contact teams to manage them within 
this structure. So it’s somewhat unsettling - 
perhaps on both sides of the debate - that 
the city is now making over¬ 
tures about a new kind of 
Small Area Planning. That 
concept was front-burnered a 
couple of weeks ago in a 
commissioned study present¬ 
ed at City Hall by the MIT 
Department of Urban 
Studies and Planning and 
the Urban Design Committee 
of AIA Austin. The planning 
areas would be a good bit 
larger than the ones we’ve so 
far created, and defined perhaps with more 
of an eye to their function within the city, 
rather than their function as a discrete neigh¬ 
borhood. With the larger scale comes a bet¬ 
ter chance to create and connect the “com¬ 
plete communities” that are a cornerstone of 
Imagine Austin. But these plans would take a 
couple of years each to produce, and we’re 
starting from scratch, so this approach won’t 
produce quick results. 


So what of the 54 existing plans, not to 
mention transit district plans and myriad oth¬ 
ers, many of which have force of law? Though 
no one seems to have the political or organi¬ 
zational will to update and incorporate those 
into the new plans, it’ll be hard to justify 
scrapping them altogether. 

After all, the intro to the current neighbor¬ 
hood plan map promises that the existing 
“plan boundaries were drawn and modified 
based on logical and efficient geographic 
areas, and approved by City Council.” Who’s 
to say the new boundaries (drawn by the 
same entities that created the old ones) will 
prove that much more logical and efficient?

SBOE GETS SCHOOLED ON WOMEN 

As Hillary Clinton accepted an award for public ser¬ 
vice at the University of Texas Tuesday night, the State 
Board of Education voted to keep - for now - the 
divisive-but-dedicated public servant in the Texas 
social studies curriculum. In a meeting that lasted over 
10 hours, the SBOE also reversed course and reinstated 
Helen Keller and Texas’ Women Airforce Service 
Pilots back into the Texas Essential Knowledge and 
Skills - the state standards that instruct teachers on 
what students should be taught. 

The SBOE initially voted in September to remove 
Clinton, Keller, and the WASPs from the TEKS, but 
reversed course after public backlash. District 13 board 
member Erika Beltran, D-Ft. Worth, pointed out that 
Clinton’s status as the first female presidential nomi¬ 
nee of a major political party made her an important 
historical figure “regardless of our party affiliations.” 
Beltran’s colleague Marty Rowley, R-Amarillo, agreed: 
“I have to give credit where credit is due. She is a sig¬ 
nificant political leader.” 

The board also approved a revision that identifies 
slavery as playing a “central role” in causing the Civil 
War (although “states’ rights” will still be taught as 
another cause of the war), and on Wednesday, they 
voted to keep the biblical figure Moses in the curricu¬ 
lum as an influence on the Founding Fathers. On Friday 
the board will take a final vote on the curriculum.

BILLS, BILLS, BILLS... AND BONNEN! 

It’s that time of (every two) year(s) again; Monday, 
Nov. 12, was the first frenzied day of bill filing for the 
86th Texas Legislature. The nearly 400 bills filed in 
the House and Senate by day’s end include measures 
to rid the state of daylight saving time, to reduce mari¬ 
juana possession (1 oz. or less) to a civil offense, and to 
ban abortion except in narrow, lifesaving circumstanc¬ 
es. The Billapalooza also carried out the wishes of 
now-ousted Rep. Paul Workman with a measure (car¬ 
ried by Rep. Matt Krause) to ban cities from requiring 
employers to offer paid sick leave - a jab at both 
Austin and San Antonio. Surely more Austin-bashing 
and erosion of local control lies in our future, although 
the 86th won’t get swinging until Jan. 8. 

Swinging the gavel come January will likely be Rep. 
Dennis Bonnen, R-Angleton, who announced on 
Monday he’s the man of the House. Bonnen told 
reporters he’s secured 109 pledged votes for the 
speakership, 33 more than he needs; Reps. Four Price, 
Tan Parker, Phil King (all GOP), and Eric Johnson 
(Dem) each duly exited the race to replace retiring 
Rep. Joe Straus and endorsed Bonnen. While not hav¬ 
ing much use for the far-right Freedom Caucus (which 
includes Krause), 12-term veteran Bonnen, a procedural 
stickler, is more conservative than Straus, and he says 
school finance tops his priorities list. The GOP caucus is 
set to meet on Dec. 1 to send Bonnen through to the 
ceremonial vote in January. - Mary Tuma 

A PLAN FOR PEASE PARK’S FUTURE 

On Nov. 2, the Pease Park Conservancy released 
the design plans for “Kingsbury Commons,” as the 
formal entryway for Pease Park and the initial phase 
of the redesign and upgrade of the southernmost 13 
acres of the park. The master plan includes expanded 
playscapes and exercise areas, an upgrade and expan¬ 
sion of the “Tudor Cottage” for public events, 
improvement for volleyball and basketball courts, and 
improvements to the plantings and natural landscape. 


Richard Craig, co-founder of “Trees for Pease” that 
began volunteer planting work in 2009, said the park 
had been “loved to death” and that the master plan 
will make the park “more functional for the public, 
and better maintained for the long term.” The major 
project is being funded with a $9.7 million grant from 
the Moody Foundation and ongoing private fundrais¬ 
ing, along with support from the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Department. More information is available 
at PeasePark.org.

REVISITING THE RAILROAD KILLER 

Remember Angel Maturino Resendiz, the 

“Railroad Killer,” who before his 2006 execution con¬ 
fessed to many murders, some of them falsely? Local 
journalist Alex Hannaford does, and on his new 
Audioboom podcast Dead Man Talking he’s tried to 
sort out how many people Resendiz actually killed. 
Among the victims of interest: Michelle Fulwiler, Cinda 
Barz, and Staci Mitchell, three women who were killed 
in their Barton Hills home in September of 1998. Police 
arrested Fulwiler’s boyfriend Louis Castro Perez 
shortly after the killings; he was convicted of capital 
murder and sent to death row, where he still waits 
(“Reasonable Doubt,” April 29,2016). But Perez has 
always maintained his innocence, and Resendiz, 
despite evidence suggesting the contrary, claimed to 
have committed the crime. Hannaford breaks down the 
story on his podcast’s fifth episode, out Tuesday and 
featuring this reporter. - Chase Hoffberger 

VAN BOVEN HEADS BACK TO COURT 

Last Thursday, Nov. 8, Travis County District Judge 
Amy Clark Meachum denied a request from Attorney 
General Ken Paxton to delay a temporary injunction 
hearing scheduled for Nov. 20, in Dr. Robert Van Bov- 
en’s case against the Texas Medical Board. Van Boven 
is asking the court to require the TMB to void or with¬ 
draw a listing in the federal National Practitioner 
Data Bank that continues to cite allegations of “bound¬ 
ary violations” with two patients in 2015 - although 
last year Van Boven was exonerated of the charges by 
the State Office of Administrative Hearings (see 
“More Trouble for Medical Board and SOAH,” Aug. 10). 

Paxton’s office (represented by Assistant A.G. Ted 
Ross) had asked for more time to prepare its response, 
but simultaneously requested a hearing on jurisdiction 
... for Nov. 20. Judge Meachum ruled that both matters 
will indeed be considered on that day. 

Ross argued that there is no “emergency” to hear 
the case now, and any delay was caused by Van 
Boven’s own delay in hiring representation. Van Boven, 
currently represented by attorney David Tuckfield, 
responded in pleadings that he has been effectively 
barred from medical practice and earning an income 
for several years, and therefore was also unable to 
timely arrange adequate representation. Moreover, he 
told the court, he has been “a) unable to procure 
secure employment, b) excluded as a network provider 
for major health insurances, c) given notice of default 
and risk of foreclosure of his home, and d) otherwise 
financially decimated.” 

Van Boven is making the claim that TMB staff and 
board members have acted “ultra vires” (outside their 
authority) in continuing to insist on citing sanctions in 
the NPDB that no longer exist. Health care institutions 
rely on the NPDB in background reviews of job candi¬ 
dates, and as a result, an official record citing now- 
refuted allegations continues to obstruct Van Boven’s 
ability to practice medicine. - M.K.

Back to Work! 

POLICE, FIRE, WATER ON SLIM COUNCIL AGENDA 


City Council returns after election week 
to face a slim agenda today (Thursday, Nov. 
15) that nevertheless includes several mar¬ 
quee items. Notably, the proposed new 
labor contract between the city and the 
Austin Police Association is expected to 
sail through, nearly a year after Council 
rejected the previous attempt (see “Com¬ 
munity, Policing,” p.12). Austin will also 
greet its presumptive new fire chief, Joel 
Baker, who retired as chief of Atlanta Fire 
Rescue in February after a three-decade 
career there. Baker’s open-door mentality 
appears to be helping him gel early with the 
Austin Firefighters Association, which 
clashed numerous times with the old 
regime of departed chief 
Rhoda Mae Kerr. 

Members will also 
consider a $60 million 
deal with Austin-based 
JE Dunn Construction 
to begin design of five 
new fire stations to fill 
in gaps in our current 
coverage map. The 
Public Works Department hopes to have 
stations at Moore’s Crossing (District 2), 
Travis Country (D8), Goodnight Ranch (D2), 
Loop 360/Davenport (DIO) and Canyon 
Creek (D6) completed by the summer of 
2023. It’s an ambitious timeline, but those 
areas’ current lack of fire coverage both 
puts lives at risk and exposes the city to 
legal peril. 

Ellen Troxclair’s Item 41 is a bit of a 
head-scratcher. It’s a resolution expressing 
support for the after-action report Austin 
Water is already conducting on the recent 
flood event that led to a citywide boil-water 
notice. It orders the city manager to come 
back with a preliminary report and briefing 
by Dec. 11, which is not weird on its face. 
But if you consider that AW is already work¬ 
ing on such a report, and gave Council a 
preview at its Tuesday work session, the 


forthcoming city manager report feels 
redundant. Then again, nobody asked me. 

TODAY IN SCOOTING... 

As of last week, the city formally adopted 
its final set of rules for the dockless mobility 
industry, ending the months-long process 
that several errant dockless companies jump- 
started this spring. The Austin Trans¬ 
portation Department is working to plan 
dismount zones and formalize safety require¬ 
ments. That’ll take the form of a safe-riding 
ordinance Council should see early next year. 

A big part of the regulation process is data 
tracking, including number of trips and high- 
usage areas. It’s not surprising that Downtown 
and West Campus see the 
most dockless travel - 
245,000 and 135,000 trips 
from July to September, 
respectively. That makes 
up 42% of all trips in the 
entire city (not all of 
which is in dockless ser¬ 
vice areas). The Council 
Mobility Committee 
asked staff if it could provide any insight into 
how dockless correlates with rideshare trips, 
but the state is responsible for the latter now, 
and the Texas Department of Transportation 
doesn’t keep rideshare trip data. 

The city’s Law Department is working on 
a memo addressing enforcement measures. 
Earlier this week, the Mayor’s Committee 
for People With Disabilities heard a presen¬ 
tation on the Austin Strategic Mobility 
Plan, and raised concerns about dockless 
enforcement specifically. Staff acknowl¬ 
edged there’s a need for improvement, 
mostly because of a lack of education. “We 
are working on some rules and some recom¬ 
mendations for Council to consider next 
year about how to make it more clear where 
you should and should not be on the side¬ 
walk on scooters or bicycles,” said ATD’s 
Annick Beaudet. - Nina Hernandez 


Austin ISD officials will hold the last of 
three outreach meetings tonight (Thursday, 
Nov. 14) to get feedback on potential chang¬ 
es to the district’s Human Sexuality and 
Responsibility curriculum, taught to stu¬ 
dents in kindergarten through 8th grade. (The 
meeting is 6-7:30pm at Eastside Memorial 
Early College H.S.) District parents were also 
sent a survey on Nov. 7 that presents con¬ 
cepts that could be taught to students and 
asks for which grade parents think each con¬ 
cept is appropriate. Survey submissions will 
be accepted until Nov. 30. 

According to district officials, AISD 
instruction about reproduction, puberty, and 
relationships has not been updated in 12 
years, as opposed to the three- to six-year 
revision of content in other subjects. The 
district hopes to modernize its offerings 
with a curriculum based on the National 
Sexuality Education Standards, which 
take a broader and more inclusive approach 
to “sex-ed” by, for example, using gender- 
neutral terms beginning in seventh grade 
when describing human anatomy. By the 
end of second grade, students should be 
able to “demonstrate ways to show respect 
for different types of families,” according to 
the standards. 

Another key to the new curriculum, AISD 
Director of Academics Kathy Ryan said, 
would be an emphasis on the “responsibility” 
portion of the course. Consent with regard to 
sexual contact has been a part of the stan¬ 
dards for years, but the updated course 
could also teach students how to decline 
unwanted advances, such as late-night phone 
calls. “Our students need to have the skills 
and language to be comfortable saying no,” 
Ryan said, adding that “as people we [also] 
need to learn to accept rejection and process 
it in healthy ways.” 

The community outreach meetings serve 
two purposes for AISD: giving parents an 
opportunity to hear directly from district 
staff on how they plan to gather and use 


input as they revise the curriculum, and pro¬ 
viding a space for parents to ask questions 
and air concerns about how sexuality is 
taught to their children. The first meeting, 
held last week, included a walk-through of 
how to complete the survey, followed by par¬ 
ents breaking out into small group discus¬ 
sions of the potential changes, moderated 
by district staff. Before those discussions 
could begin, however, a parent who arrived 
late stood and protested that AISD was 
uninterested in listening to parent feedback. 
Another parent tried to explain what had 
been planned, but that got lost in the heat 
of the moment and the exchange devolved 
into a brief shouting match. 

The flaring tempers show how fraught any 
discussion of youth and sexuality can be for 
the district. AISD is trying to navigate the 
concerns of ideologically disparate parents, 
reflected broadly by two groups: the anti- 
LG BTQ Concerned Parents of Texas and 
the progressive Informed Parents of 
Austin. At last week’s meeting, Concerned 
Parents distributed a pamphlet rife with mis¬ 
information and falsehoods to frighten par¬ 
ents about the proposed changes. It alleges 
that the new standards “encourage sexual 
activity and LGBT experimentation in chil¬ 
dren” (not true; both state and district policy 
require that the curriculum be “abstinence- 
focused”) and that “parents are not being 
given a say in whether these standards are 
appropriate” (obviously untrue, at a meeting 
specifically designed to give parents a say in 
the process). 

AISD officials declined to comment on the 
pamphlet, but the Informed Parents have pre¬ 
pared their own brochure that provides links 
to national, state, and local sex-ed guide¬ 
lines, as well as calling out the fearmonger- 
ing in the Concerned Parents pamphlet. 
“Please evaluate all claims with a careful 
eye,” the pamphlet reads. “When in doubt, 
direct questions directly to Austin ISD get 
accurate information.” -Austin Sanders 


EMS Union Set for Leadership Contest 

Beginning Nov. 26, Austin-Travis County Emergency Medical Services medics will vote to choose who will 
represent their interests for the next two years as president of their employee association: six-and-a-half-year 
incumbent Tony Marquardt or board member Selena Xie, a clinical specialist and trusted member of the union’s 
bargaining team during the last round of contract negotiations. 

Xie is running to take the ATCEMSEA reins after six years with the department and three before that with Texas 
Impact, where she was a policy analyst. She’s the first person to challenge Marquardt since 2014 and has earned 
distinction from medics and City Hall insiders as an effective, level-headed communicator. She feels that 
Marquardt’s lobbying efforts have been too heavily focused on creating due process provisions for medics who 
face de-credentialing by the system’s Office of the Medical Director. 

While Marquardt’s stalwart defense of EMS members may have contributed to the departure of former Medical 
Director Paul Hinchey, who left in 2015, Xie writes in a candidate questionnaire that the threat of de-credentialing 
“affects very few members of our department.” She’s instead focusing on fixing retirement plans, which require 
medics onboarded after 2010 to work 30 years before becoming eligible for full benefits - no easy feat for such a 
demanding job. 

Whoever wins will be responsible for guiding membership through what could be a rocky next two years, as 
powers that be at both the city and the county recalibrate the existing interlocal agreement between the two juris¬ 
dictions and continue to ponder a merger with the Austin Fire Department. Xie expressed opposition to that 
merger, while Marquardt opted to withhold judgment until there’s a firm proposal for membership. Association 
voting ends Dec. 2. - Chase Hoffberger

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A Step Toward Justice 

RAPE KIT BACKLOG CLEARED: NOW WHAT? 



On Oct. 31, Council Member Greg Casar 
announced that the Austin Police 
Department has tested its entire backlog of 
rape kits - a number that ballooned to over 
4,000 after the 2016 implosion of the APD 
forensics lab and included kits dating as far 
back as the 1990s. Though testing is just the 
first step in a long and expensive process to 
secure justice for sexual assault survivors, 
some celebration was expected. But advo¬ 
cates admit they’re still uncertain of exactly 
which kits have been tested and what’s 
being done with the results. 

In an email statement Wednesday, APD 
asserts that “DNA testing” is complete and 
that incoming kits are outsourced to con¬ 
tracted labs at least monthly. However, the 
department explained, grant funding from 
the District Attorney’s Office of New York 
(known as the DANY grant, with kits tested 
at Sorenson Labs in Utah and Virginia’s 
Bode Cellmark) and the Bureau of Justice 
Assistance’s Sexual Assault Kit Initiative 
(SAKI) “enabled the City to outsource 2,665 
kits for DNA testing,” adding that “all 
remaining kits were tested using City gen¬ 
eral fund dollars.” 

It’s unclear how many “remaining” kits 
there are. Liz Donegan and Neva Fernandez, 
co-chairs of the Austin-Travis County Sexual 
Assault Response and Resource Team, say 
sworn APD officers have not officially 
updated the group since midsummer, before 
the filing of the current class action lawsuit 
by survivors against local law enforcement 
and the District Attorney’s Office. However, 
APD Forensics Director Dana Kadavy con¬ 
tinues to participate in SARRT’s meetings. 

Ana DeFrates with the Survivor Justice 
Project emphasized that the grassroots 


coalition is “eager to celebrate progress 
around how our community addresses sex¬ 
ual assault.” But she added that trust still 
needs to be built, and SJP is waiting to bet¬ 
ter understand exactly the current progress 
and where the numbers stand to ensure 
that “the past neglect and disregard for this 
evidence not be replicated.” 

Some of this apprehension centers on 
Sorenson Labs. Forensic magazine report¬ 
ed in October on six contamination “inci¬ 
dents” at the lab, and the Texas Forensic 
Science Commission (which audited APD’s 
lab prior to its shutdown) has, since July, 
been reviewing the lab’s operations. 
Forensic notes that APD notified TFSC of 
the contamination issues after being alerted 
by the Kentucky State Police, which is help¬ 
ing APD upload test results into CODIS, the 
FBI’s national DNA database (a 2011 Texas 
law authored by then-Sen. Wendy Davis 
requires both testing and sharing of the 
results). TFSC’s Lynn Garcia said the com¬ 
mission is reviewing the incidents and 
“assessing the scope of contamination 
issues,” but “none of the quality incidents 
that APD raised involved contamination.” 

Meanwhile, reporters from Newsy, Reveal 
(from the Center for Investigative 
Reporting), and ProPublica released “Case 
Cleared: How Rape Goes Unpunished in 
America” on Nov. 14 (part one) and 15 (part 
two). The broadcast/podcast, which focuses 
extensively on APD, describes how police 
departments use “exceptional clearance” - 
where detectives have probable cause to 
arrest a suspect but for some legitimate 
reason cannot - to close cases. “Case 
Cleared” includes APD Chief Brian Manley 
telling the city’s Public Safety Commission 


in 2016 that crime clearance rates are a 
“critical and appropriate measure of our 
performance,” and that APD exceeded 
national averages in all categories includ¬ 
ing rapes. However, between 2012 and 2017, 
more than 1,400 sexual assault cases were 
“exceptionally cleared” by APD, with no 
arrests. After Mayor Steve Adler instructed 
Manley to sit down with reporters, the chief 
insisted cases are often cleared because 
survivors are unwilling to participate in the 
investigative process. 

“Case Cleared” and the rape kit confu¬ 
sion add layers of uncertainty for survivors 
and advocates. The pending lawsuit argues 
that systemic failures have led to long-term 
discrimination and mistreatment of survi¬ 
vors, which raises the question of how 
important it really will be that now-tested 
rape kits - 35% of which contain DNA 
results that have not yet been uploaded into 
CODIS, according to APD - are available as 
evidence to police and prosecutors. 


On TUesday, Casar told the Chronicle that 
“if indeed so many cases aren’t moving for¬ 
ward because of survivors - we have to respect 
those people. But for those who do want to 
pursue their cases but don’t feel comfortable 
doing so, well - that’s on us to do better.” He 
promised that in coming weeks he’ll be push¬ 
ing APD for more updates to Council, noting 
that transparency is needed here. 

APD says its next step is to provide a 
technical review of each DNA report prior to 
its entry into CODIS; to date, six grant 
cases have been reviewed for entry and 
there’ve been two CODIS hits to DANY 
grant cases. Investigators are working some 
cases and the department is currently hir¬ 
ing additional counselors to assist survi¬ 
vors. Casar emphasized the importance of 
properly staffing victim services and ensur¬ 
ing survivors feel safe. “There’s a lot of 
work to go,” he concluded. “But we’ve been 
clear-eyed that testing was just one impor¬ 
tant step to get to justice.” - Sarah Marloff 


Why Did KUT-FM Nuzzle Its Watchdog? 


After asking freelance journalist Eva Ruth Moravec to 
investigate and write about its own newsroom culture and 
practices, KUT-FM has now taken down both of her previously 
published stories from its website. The move isn’t a particu¬ 
larly good look for Austin’s troubled NPR affiliate, plagued by 
accusations of workplace hostility and threats to journalistic 
autonomy by leadership at the station and by its ultimate 
owner, the University of Texas at Austin. 

A note to replace each of Moravec’s stories - which were 
published online in September but then removed on Tuesday, 
Nov. 6 - has been revised at least twice and now reads in full: 
“Following the publication of the article previously on this 
page, it was subsequently reviewed by outside legal counsel. 
Fairness and accuracy are core to our guiding principles, and 
to that end, we have removed this story pending further review. 
We appreciate the work of the independent reporter and inde¬ 
pendent editor who worked on these stories in good faith. We 
will seek to provide more information on these matters in the 
coming days based on the outcome of ongoing reviews.” 

Current, a nonprofit news service that covers public media 
trade news, published an in-depth piece in September that 
detailed ongoing concerns about KUT workplace issues. As 
that piece came to fruition, the station itself hired Moravec 


and an outside editor in August to cover those issues as a 
commitment to transparency. Moravec’s first piece was a sum¬ 
mary of Current’s reporting, which detailed a pattern of alleged 
employee mistreatment by former KUT news director Emily 
Donahue and hostile interactions between her and her hus¬ 
band, Texas Standard host David Brown. Donahue, who was 
also the first executive producer of the Standard, was moved 
into a fundraising role outside of the newsroom in 2016 after 
a consultant’s report detailed a “dysfunctional” culture within 
Texas Standard, including staff members “being berated and 
spoken to in an unprofessional manner,” reported Current. 

Moravec’s second piece covered the unexpected resigna¬ 
tion of KUT’s interim general manager Patti Smith, and a UT 
human resources investigation into allegedly inappropriate 
comments from Brown. On her way out, Smith was prepared 
to kill that piece until KUT journalists spoke up and chal¬ 
lenged her decision, according to Current. Moravec had a 
third investigative story coming down the pipe, but she says 
that’ll now likely never see the light of day. 

While Moravec has refrained from on-the-record comment 
to the Chronicle, she laid out her response in a string of 
Twitter messages this week. She and her editor asked KUT to 
remove the language in the note that “insinuates” they were 


“unfair or inaccurate,” but KUT instead doubled down on the 
“defamatory insinuations,” and added sentences that “read 
like a pat on the back.” Even now, writes Moravec, the dis¬ 
claimer note doesn’t explain why the stories were quashed. 

KUT spokesperson Erin Geisler tells the Chronicle that 
newsroom leadership wanted to have the stories reviewed by 
outside legal counsel before publication, since they involved 
personnel matters and allegations of inappropriate behavior. 
Flowever, that review didn’t happen; subsequently, KUT retained 
an independent lawyer to review the stories after they had 
already been published. Last week, that counsel and the UT 
legal department recommended that KUT take down the sto¬ 
ries. “The decision to remove these two stories from the web¬ 
site was not taken lightly. It also did not in any way reflect the 
freelance reporter’s or editor’s work,” said Geisler. 

Moravec defends her reporting in the face of the KUT push- 
back. “I want to be clear - my reporting was fair and accu¬ 
rate, based on interviews with dozens of people and hun¬ 
dreds of pages of records, and I stand by it 100%,” she 
wrote. In a slightly cryptic final message on the thread, 
Moravec hints at a larger, systemic problem that - thanks to 
KUT and UT officials - the public may forever be left in the 
dark about. “I believe that KUT newsroom leaders intended 
this reporting to be independent. But to me, at this point, this 
all reeks of a cover-up. Thanks for reading this thread, and 
hearing me out in this limited way.” - Mary Tuma

AISD SENDS SIGNALS ON FUTURE BUDGET CUTS 


School consolidations, attendance zone 
boundary adjustments, and a sunset review 
process for contracts and programs are 
among the strategies that could contain 
Austin ISD’s budget deficit. Leaders with the 
Budget Stabilization Task Force presented 
a status update to AISD trustees on Monday 
night for the first time since the group was 
convened in June to find solutions to the dis¬ 
trict’s $29-million-and-growing problem. 

Task force tri-chair Robert Thomas noted 
his committee was charged to make “coura¬ 
geous” recommendations on how the district 
could save money, adding that “all of the 
easy decisions have been made” by past dis¬ 
trict leaders. That means the recommenda¬ 
tions to be submitted by the task force could 
be politically fraught, but Thomas said the 
group agreed early on that its job was not to 
be popular, but to be honest: “We decided 
that tail is not going to wag this dog.” 

Although the task force is not due to 
make formal recommendations until Dec. 14, 
Thomas identified “buckets” of cuts being 
debated. School closures and the redrawing 
of school boundaries top the list, since they 
offer some of the biggest potential savings 
for the district. Though always a political 
minefield, school closures would free up real 
estate for the district to sell or lease for new 
revenue while reducing operations costs. 

Thomas was careful to note that the task 
force would not recommend which campuses 
should be closed, only that it was looking at 
a “greater number of schools that could be 
closed” and that “every single corner of the 
district has to re-evaluate how we are deliver¬ 
ing education” - implying the school board 
should not just look to underenrolled 
Eastside schools for closure or consolidation. 
And by adjusting district boundaries to boost 
underenrolled schools and relieve overcrowd¬ 
ed campuses (most of which are on AISD’s 
western side), the district could both erode 
historical East/West segregation and reduce 
the number of closures needed to stabilize 
the district budget. 

The task force is also considering a rec¬ 
ommendation that the board establish a 
sunset review process, not unlike that seen 
in the Texas Legislature. Both in-school pro¬ 
grams and contracts awarded to outside

organizations to support district initiatives 
would undergo a review after a set number of 
years to determine the “academic return on 
investment” each is delivering to students. 
Seeming to acknowledge the backlash such 
a review process could create, Thomas said 
many of these programs were “valid and 
important, no doubt” but “in a budget crisis, 
are they programs that trustees can continue 
to support?” 

Thomas told the Chronicle Tuesday that 
the task force is under no illusions about 
the immense challenges it faces in terms of 
political feasibility and budgetary complexity. 
“Everything we’re talking about is a sacred 
cow,” he said. “The recommendations won’t 
be painful, but what the district does with 
them will be.” But board Vice President and 
District 7 Trustee Yasmin Wagner offered 
encouragement to the tri-chairs as the board 
concluded their discussion at Monday night’s 
work session. She said the task force should 
feel “unshackled” from political constraints 
in making recommendations for cuts. “The 
board fully supports doing the right thing,” 
Wagner said. “Even if it’s not the popular 
thing to do right now.” - Austin Sanders

CITY, UNION, ACTIVISTS ARRIVE AT COMPROMISE 


After more than a year of negotiations, 
the city and the Austin Police Association 
are poised finally to agree on a new four- 
year contract that appears to contain the 
right mix of officer pay increases and 
strengthened oversight provisions. The 
APA leadership has been working around 
the clock to assuage membership concerns 
in advance of their vote (occurring as the 
Chronicle goes to press) that the contract 
gives away too much (oversight) in 
exchange for too little (money). Meanwhile, 
leaders of the activist groups that have 
been watchdogging this process are cele¬ 
brating the hard-won concessions and con¬ 
tinue to look ahead to future 
reform measures. 

As part of the contract, the 
Office of the Police Monitor 
will be rebranded after 16 
years as the Office of Police 
Oversight. The name change 
is just a part of a refocus on community 
engagement as the OPO takes responsibili¬ 
ty for preliminary review of external com¬ 
plaints involving the police. The Police 
Oversight Advisory Working Group found 
that community members viewed the police 
monitor as an offshoot of APD, not an inde¬ 
pendent entity providing true oversight. 

Among other changes to the oversight 
process, the public will now be able to sub¬ 
mit anonymous and online complaints. 
When the police chief disagrees with the 
OPO on discipline or policy changes, he’ll 
have to respond publicly. The OPO will 
have access to internal documents when it’s 
conducting its preliminary investigations. 


Complainants will now get close-out meet¬ 
ings to learn if the officer in question was 
punished or, if not, why. The OPO will be 
able to make public its recommendations in 
critical-incident cases. For its part, APD will 
stop downgrading officer suspensions and 
will consider those suspensions when grant¬ 
ing promotions. 

For Chas Moore, co-founder of the Austin 
Justice Coalition, the biggest win is the 
OPO’s new ability to publish - without 
redactions - recommendations in cases of 
sustained misconduct. It was one of the 
AJC’s priorities that was left on the cutting 
room floor in last year’s version of the new 
police contract, which was 
rejected by City Council. He 
credits the success this time 
to the crowd (including 
members of AJC, ACLU, 
Communities of Color 
United and a multitude of 
other groups) that was assembled last 
December when City Council first consid¬ 
ered that contract. 

“I think we just stayed on it,” Moore said. 
“And the union realized we had the people 
power to make this thing go through or not. 
I really think that afforded us a seat at the 
table with them, which is something that 
doesn’t happen in most cities. And it defi¬ 
nitely hasn’t happened here for the last 20 
years.” If it’s approved by the union, Moore 
predicted, the contract will clear the 
dais unanimously. 

Kathy Mitchell, now of nonpartisan 
reform group Just Liberty, agreed that the 
main difference in this round of negotia-

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tions is that both the APA and the city 
finally listened to the community “We 
learned that public process is actually not 
just going through some motions,” she said. 
She acknowledges some activists still feel 
that the new deal looks too much like the 
old contract (“that is a valid point of view”), 
but says that’s due to all parties coming to 
points of compromise. For example, the 
OPO is still a part of the contract because 
the city believes it needs to allow for over¬ 
sight authority that goes beyond state civil 
service requirements. Activists have long 
pushed for the city to expand its view of 
what it can do legally under Chapter 143 of 
the Texas Local Government Code (which 
covers municipal civil service) but have 
deferred their demands that the city take 
action now. 

The APA has also agreed to drop the “no 
parallel process” clause that prohibited the 
city from adopting any other vehicle for 
civilian oversight than the universally 


panned Citizen Review Panel. Mitchell 
said the removal of that clause opens up 
opportunities for the city to experiment: 
“That’s a big difference.” She would have 
preferred that people with prior felony con¬ 
victions not be banned from serving on 
whatever oversight group is eventually 
established, but that was another point of 
compromise between city and union. 

Union attorney Ron DeLord also had 
positive things to say about the deal, which 
will provide a 7% pay raise for officers over 
the next four years. He acknowledged the 
APA membership’s “pent-up anger at what 
they felt was disrespectful treatment” at the 
hands of Council and the activist commu¬ 
nity, but predicted the tone of the discus¬ 
sion would calm once officers had a chance 
to look at the details. From where he stands, 
the coalition realized “after [it] killed the 
contract, there was nowhere to go.” Despite 
that one quibble, he agreed: “It’s a good 
start; we are talking.” - Nina Hernandez 


NEW DRUG DRAMA FOR DUSTERHOFT

A woman who was with Austin Police Commander Jason 
Dusterhoft on the night he is alleged to have assaulted his 
ex-girlfriend has told APD, via a sworn statement delivered 
Nov. 12, that Dusterhoft procured cocaine for her after she 
mentioned that it was missing from their party. 

The woman, Chrysta Childers, is the former roommate of 
Dusterhoft’s ex-girlfriend; she has communicated with APD’s 
Internal Affairs and Special Investigations Unit at various 
points since Aug. 29, five days after the night in question. 
Feeling recently that the IA investigation into Dusterhoft had 
stalled, she today filed a criminal complaint regarding the 
alleged drug offense. Childers said that she plans to send 
copies of the complaint by certified mail to APD, the FBI, the 
DEA, Gov. Greg Abbott, Texas Attorney General Ken Paxton, 
Austin Mayor Steve Adler, City Manager Spencer Cronk, and 
Travis County District Attorney Margaret Moore. 

Childers alleges she was in a private VIP booth at the Yellow 
Rose gentlemen’s club with Dusterhoft and others on her birth¬ 
day, Aug. 24, and that after 30 minutes there she “jokingly stat¬ 
ed” to Dusterhoft, “We have strippers and bottle service. ... All 
that is missing is cocaine.” In her complaint, she states that 
a man who appeared to be in his late 60s was also seated at 
the table; upon her mention of cocaine, he sent a text and then 
nodded to Dusterhoft, who stood up, said he’d “be right back,” 



and returned 90 seconds later with “a small reddish orange 
baggie in his hands.” Childers said that he threw the baggie, 
“visibly containing a white powdery substance,” onto the 
table, looked at her, and said, “Happy birthday.” Childers said 
that she ingested the cocaine that was brought to her. 

This is not the first time Childers has alleged that Dusterhoft 


helped procure cocaine that night - she also did so on 
Michael Cargill’s “Come and Talk It” radio show on KLBJ-AM 
- and she said on Monday that she had described such an 
occurrence to Internal Affairs on Sept. 7. But she acknowl¬ 
edged that she did not make her allegation to SIU at any 
point during that investigation. At present, she has no defini¬ 
tive evidence to support her claim. 

Childers was at the Spy Shop on Airport Boulevard on 
Monday afternoon with members of the “External Affairs” 
outfit, a loose consortium of former public safety employees 
who function as DIY investigators of law enforcement agen¬ 
cies. (Two members of the group have been sued for defama¬ 
tion by Dusterhoft, as has Michael Cargill. On Wednesday, 
Dusterhoft added Childers to his suit, citing the allegations in 
this story.) She said someone at the shop called APD to have 
an officer come out; according to Childers, six officers arrived 
but would not take her complaint. Instead, Childers said, they 
photocopied the sheet of paper and said that they would 
deliver it to a sergeant at Internal Affairs, which has until 
February to issue its findings to Chief Brian Manley. 

Dusterhoft has been on administrative leave since late 
August, when he was first alleged to have assaulted his ex¬ 
girlfriend during an argument. Though it’s said to be unlikely 
that he’ll face criminal charges for that complaint, it’s unclear 
what sort of fate he faces concerning his future employment 
with APD, which told the Chronicle late Wednesday it is 
“aware of the allegation.” - Chase Hoffberger

Good Neighbors 

Getting to know new friends at Community First! Village

In 1981, Alan Graham walked up to a 
popular taco joint in Downtown Austin with 
a date on his arm. Just a few years after he 
dropped out of the physics department at 
the University of Texas, Graham was work¬ 
ing in real estate. Mobile Loaves & Fishes, 
the religious organization he founded to 
feed and clothe the homeless, wasn’t even a 
twinkle in his eye. 

As the couple passed by, a man experi¬ 
encing homelessness approached Graham’s 
date - Tricia, now his wife - and asked for 
some money. Graham reacted intensely, 
putting his body between the two and berat¬ 
ing the man. “Get a job,” Tricia recalls him 
yelling at one point. 

The encounter clearly affects Graham to 
this day, as he recounts the story from his 
home in Community First! Village, MLF’s 
innovative supportive housing program in 
eastern Travis County. “It was a weird expe¬ 
rience, man,” he says. “In a lot of ways, 
Christ was up in heaven with a big alligator 
tear coming down one side, and on the 
other side a Cheshire cat grin, knowing ...” 

“... what he had in store for you,” Tricia 
finishes. The couple laughs together. 

The Grahams are telling me this over din¬ 
ner in late September, while I’m staying at 
the village near Lake Walter E. Long, just 
outside the Austin city limits. I’m there to 
see how Community First! Village has 
grown in its four years of existence; among 
its new neighbors are the Grahams them¬ 
selves, who in 2017 left their 3,000-square- 
foot home in West Lake Hills to move into 
their very own microhome in the village. It’s 
not uncommon to see residents poking their 
heads into the Grahams’ place to say hello. 
Tricia spent the previous night in the emer¬ 
gency room with an ill neighbor. Being on 


the ground has further immersed them in 
the community that Graham is creating. 

So how did Graham go from harassing 
folks on the street to living with and serving 
the chronically homeless? Seventeen years 
after that incident, Graham began his min¬ 
istry at Mobile Loaves & Fishes, which has 
served a mind-boggling 5 million meals 
over the last 20 years. Speaking to people 
that he fed on the streets, in the parks, and 
under bridges, Graham had all his old prej¬ 
udices stripped away. 

As I prepare for a week’s stay in one of 
the village’s Airbnb suites, Graham assures 
me I’m in for a crash course in community, 
warts and all. “We’re all individual tiles on 
the mosaic of the body of Christ,” he says. 
“We have a tendency to, when people fail to 
meet our expectations, want to pull their 
tiles off that mosaic.” 

A LONGHORN IN THE BLUE AGGIE 

At Community First!, the goal is to lead 
all of us to recognize that, as a society, we 
don’t have the option of writing off the least 
among our neighbors. Writing off those with 
mental illness or addictions or disabilities, 
those who were in prison, those without 
educations or skills or supportive people in 
their lives, has led to the crisis of homeless¬ 
ness we face as a nation. Community First! 
provides a place for people who have no 
other place - one where they’re not isolated. 
Villagers pay rent and are expected to obey 
civil law and community rules, and Graham 
and MLF aim to “empower the surrounding 
community into a lifestyle of service with 
the homeless.” 

I’m staying in what Graham likes to call 
the “most talked-about neighborhood” in 
Austin. The row of Airbnbs that makes up 


the Community Inn, my home for the week, 
serves a dual purpose. Like the rest of the 
microhomes in the community, the Blue 
Aggie where I’m residing was designed and 
constructed by a sponsor, in this case a class 
at Texas A&M. As a UT graduate, I crack 
more than a couple of jokes about it - but 
you can’t deny the craftsmanship. The 
Community Inn obviously brings in funds 
from travelers to sustain MLF’s supportive 
services, but it also keeps the village con¬ 
nected with the outside world. People come 
from across the globe to stay. 

In 2015, the first year of operations, the 
village grew from 15 to 30 residents. Now, 
160 formerly homeless people live on the 
property in trailers or custom-designed tiny 
, houses. That number includes missionals, 
o in addition to the Grahams, who were not 
° homeless but feel a calling to live in the 
* community. The community’s Phase II 
expansion, which kicked off in October as 
MLF celebrated its 20th anniversary, will 
make room for another 310 units. 

Walking through the village the first 
night, accompanied by 
my dog Tali, it’s striking 
to see just how much of a 
real neighborhood it is. A 
child belonging to one of 
the missional families 
living on campus flies 
past us on a bicycle. 

Neighbors sit together on 
their porches and shoot 
the breeze. I can hear 
somebody binge watch¬ 
ing Forensic Files as I 
stroll through. 

On another day, Jerome 
Johnson is kind enough 
to give me a tour of his tiny home, which is 
equipped with a luxurious second-story 
porch. Once new villagers qualify, MLF 
works to connect them with a home suitable 
to their needs. Johnson says he could’ve 
moved in months earlier had he chosen the 
first available home, but he saw the porch 


house being built and had to have it. He 
waited extra months living under a lean-to 
while the sponsors completed construction. 

In the same week, crews are beginning to 
clear land on what will become Phase II of 
the village. During last year’s unveiling of 
the plans for the expansion, Graham asked 
the community for an ambitious $60 million 
to make it happen. Just under a year later, 
the Phase II groundbreaking commenced. 
(Graham also revealed at that event his 
vision for future phases III and IV) 

Along with the expansion, MLF contin¬ 
ues to focus on connecting Community 
First! residents - particularly the 30% 
Graham says have no money coming in - to 
steady streams of income. “How can we get 
them up off the streets now, allow them to 
heal, and then help them stabilize their 
income source?” 

SO FAR AWAY 

Spending the week about a 20-minute car 
ride from the Chronicle offices, it became 
clear that transportation is a major chal¬ 
lenge facing members of 
the community. Going 
back and forth between 
Community First! and 
City Hall made for some 
interesting logistical 
challenges - but at least I 
have a functioning vehi¬ 
cle. Many residents don’t 
have that luxury and rely 
on a single Capital Metro 
bus line to access other 
parts of the city. The 237 
feeder route runs only 
once an hour, with the 
last bus at 8pm, and only 
takes riders from the village as far as 
Tannehill Lane, where they catch other 
buses to their destinations. 

Uta, who lives at the village with her hus¬ 
band, told me it takes about an hour and a 
half to get from the village to Downtown. 
That’s one thing the couple has struggled to

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adjust to at Community First!. “We’re so far 
away from everything,” she laments. She 
wishes the village had its own Chronicle 
rack and explains that many neighbors 
have mobility or health issues that prevent 
them from accessing much of the city. 

It’s not by chance that the village is so far 
from the heart of Austin (at least until the 
constant highway construction through the 
area is completed and our sprawling metro 
swallows it). A decade ago, when he first 
envisioned an RV park for the formerly 
homeless (then known as Habitat on 
Wheels), Graham struggled to find a suit¬ 
able plot of land within a reasonable dis¬ 
tance from town. Mobile Loaves & Fishes 
worked in 2008 to lease city-owned land on 
Harold Court, about three miles closer in, 
but the deal fell through after intense oppo¬ 
sition from the Lincoln Gardens Neighbor¬ 
hood Association, which expressed grave 
concerns about people with criminal histo¬ 
ries potentially living nearby. “People start 
preaching to me that I should have compas¬ 
sion,” said one neighbor to the Chronicle at 
the time, “but the thing I’m most proud of 
in my life is buying a home in this neigh¬ 
borhood.” (“Homeless RV Park Seeks Good 
Neighbors,” June 27, 2008.) 

The real-world experience of Community 
First! Village suggests those neighbors’ 
fears were largely unfounded. Graham says 
the overwhelming majority of 911 calls at 
the village are prompted by verbal disputes 
that have gotten out of hand and need to be 
mediated. The entire community-building 
focus of the operation is based on respect 
and de-escalation - what the Grahams 
describe as “restorative justice.” And they’re 
not just assigning this duty to MLF’s robust 
staff. During a community meal one eve¬ 
ning, I saw one neighbor become agitated to 
the point of shouting over a misplaced meal 
tray. Before the situation could deteriorate 
further, a screen door opened and Tricia’s 
head poked out. She called for the woman, 
defused the situation, and the meal went on. 


When the village’s first round of homes 
was being built, the Genesis Garden was 
the first landmark. That’s where neighbors 
cultivate produce for the village farmers’ 
market. As it’s grown, the village has also 
developed permaculture gardens, chicken 
coops, and pasture land for goats. 

Some members of the community get 
food for free. “We don’t really turn anybody 
away that’s hungry,” says one gardener, 
who’s been living at the village since its 
groundbreaking in 2014. “That’s why I work 
in the garden: so I can feed people I know 
are hungry.” 

THE SPARK OF ENTERPRISE 

As the community has grown, its enter¬ 
prise opportunities have as well. In addition 
to the gardens, there is now a forge, wood- 
shop, auto shop, cinema, and art studio at 
the village, where neighbors can use skills 
they already have or learn new ones to 
secure new sources of income. Under care¬ 
ful supervision of the shop manager, I made 
a cutting board in the woodshop. It takes a 
steady hand to sand the wood, which this 
writer obviously doesn’t have: The kitchen 
utensil flew into the wall on more than one 
occasion. Even still, it’ll go up for sale in the 
community market, where both visitors and 
neighbors shop. 

My friend Uta spends her time at the art 
studio, and she shows me her ceramic 
work, which runs the gamut from full 
nativity scenes (one of which sold for a 
whopping $900) to whimsical pots carved 
into smiling faces - “potheads,” she calls 
them. The artists here vary greatly in style 
and skill level, and they help each other 
with tips and suggestions. 

“It was not my choice to be homeless,” 
she says as she works on one such piece, 
shaping a groove of an eyebrow. “I didn’t 
choose it. My husband didn’t choose it. 
Circumstances can get you there quick. 
Can throw you out of that normal life so 
you’re not a part of it anymore.” It’s a 


theme you hear time and time again at 
Community First!. Those of us lucky 
enough not to have found ourselves with¬ 
out a roof can’t imagine just how quickly 
security can disappear. 

As Uta and I work, a disagreement bub¬ 
bles up in the studio. A neighbor has come 
to skim some coffee grounds out of the 
studio’s supply. While anyone’s welcome to 
come by and have a cup, the art house 
director explains to the man, the actual cof¬ 
fee grounds are in limited supply and must 
stay within the studio. 

The discussion turns sour enough to 
require the arrival of a couple of sheriff’s 
deputies, who are able to de-escalate with¬ 
out a problem. During our sit-down, Graham 
tells me the majority of conflict at the vil¬ 
lage consists of such incidents of people 
shouting at each other. Instead of casting 
people out (except in extreme cases), the 
community works it out amongst them¬ 
selves or with the aid of law enforcement. 

That’s the part of life that Graham is try¬ 
ing to build a safety net against. He credits 
most homelessness to a “catastrophic loss 
of family,” which the community of neigh¬ 
bors is designed to ameliorate. That’s an 
attractive proposition for people who have 
lost everything. 

I met Terry just days after he’d moved 
into Community First!. He’d already made 
himself an usher at the weekly church ser¬ 
vice in the village chapel, and he found him¬ 
self a job at the car care center. He recounts, 
with evident trauma, how he lost his mother, 
his housing, and his dog Ellie in one fell 
swoop. Living under an oak tree outside of a 
laundromat in November, he recalls strip¬ 
ping naked, “freezing my buns off,” to bathe 
himself with a water hose connected to the 
building. He doesn’t like to recall that time, 
but “there are some things in life that, no 
matter what, you can never forget,” he said. 

But his eyes brimmed with hope when he 
discussed his new life at Community First! 
Village. “They’re going to find out I’m an 
asset to this community.” ■

Ait Gym in the 
Mothership 

Artists of fabulous realism are ready 
to school you at Atelier Dojo

Sometimes a person just wants to throw 
paint on a surface somewhere. Or scissor- 
cut random shapes into a bit of poster 
board, sew a leather fringe to the bottom of 
an old pillow, maybe hot-glue a few pieces 
of dried macaroni onto an empty coffee can. 

That’s so creative, right? Hey, wow, you’re 
an artist! 

But sometimes a person, if they’ve got 
deeper ambitions and aren’t enchanted by 
the siren call of Abstraction, sometimes a 
person wants to use a specific array of tools 
and relevant pigments to depict the materi¬ 
al things of our reality in recognizable ways. 
To create, in other words, representational 
art. Which requires a different, perhaps 
more considered effort. And training. And 
practice. Oh, a lot of practice. 

That second scenario, that’s where the 
new Atelier Dojo comes in. “With a cur¬ 
riculum dedicated to the classical skills 
that underlie realist drawing and painting, 
Atelier Dojo classes are led by nationally rec¬ 
ognized artists in an intimate and welcom¬ 
ing environment.” That’s the pitch in their 
stylish brochures, on their well-designed 
website - and by “their,” we mean the 
school’s founders: Jennifer Balkan, Denise 
M. Rilton, Karen Maness, and Karen Offutt. 

“We’d always paint together with Pablo 
Taboada, who hosted sessions at his place,” 


says Balkan. “After Pablo passed away, we 
were looking for where we could go, and 
we ended up gathering at my place and 
regularly held these open studios. And we 
started fantasizing about, wouldn’t it be 
great if there was some place where we 
could bring artists in from all over and hold 
workshops, and do our own work, and have 
Austin be a destination for realism?” 

“We’d all been flying elsewhere to study 
with painters,” says Offutt. “And then we 
thought, Austin’s pretty great - let’s bring 
them here.’ And let’s create a community 
around this.” 

These four painters, who teach at the 
Dojo’s site within the busy Canopy complex 
on Springdale Road, are the highly skilled 
core of the brochure’s “nationally recognized 
artists,” and they’re not just messing around. 

You want to learn the fundamentals of 
drawing, of painting? They’ve got you cov¬ 
ered. You want to progress to specifics, to 
cast drawing, figure drawing, portrait draw¬ 
ing, and the paint-based iterations of those? 
There’s the Dojo. How about some live 
models to work from, to hone your skills 
in rendering the human figure on paper or 
canvas? That’s the ongoing, thrice-weekly 
open studio program. And workshops with 


visiting artists? With, like, some of the best 
realist painters from throughout the U.S. or 
even beyond? Yeah - that’s a regular thing, 
too. And “regular” is the key word here. 

“One of the reasons we’re calling it 
Atelier Dojo,” says Fulton, “is that we want 
to emphasize, for both the students and 
ourselves, that it’s a lifetime practice. It’s 
not about just going to take a class, it’s 
about making art a part of your daily and 
weekly life.” 

It’s kind of like ... having a membership 
at an art gym ? 

“Yes!” agrees Balkan. “Right now, we’re 
doing eight-week courses and trying to 
cover all of representational artmaking, 
o Just a basic, year-round curriculum - so 
| somebody could come into Atelier Dojo 
£ with absolutely no experience at all and 
§ start taking foundational classes. We 
l emphasize how important it is to enter a 
£ class that suits your needs, so you’re get¬ 
ting the most out of it.” 

“The teachers are demon¬ 
strating, live, through paint¬ 
ing,” says Offutt. “We’re 
building up the image and 
showing the steps. And each 
one of us paints differently, 
too. Not just interested in 
high realism - that has a still¬ 
ness to it. All of our painting 
has a breath to it, an expres¬ 
sionists quality. It’s uniquely 
Austin, I think, in that sense. 

And we’re not trying to cultivate minirepli¬ 
cas of ourselves - we want a diverse, engag¬ 
ing population of artists who can create 
engaging work with this language.” 

“But in order to get there,” clarifies 
Maness, “you have to have the fundamen¬ 
tals - the drawing, the structure of form, of 
body - in order to take it to the next level of 
putting your own voice to it.” 

“And it’s nice to have the open studios in 
between,” says Offutt, “so you can practice 
what you’ve learned in class. And you can 
paint right next to any of us at any time. 
And the faculty, we’re using the space as 
our gym, too - to get better and stronger.” 

“And it’s in Canopy,” says Balkan, “so I feel 
we’re in the mothership, now, of Austin art.” 

And how did that happen, being able to 
locate an art gym in the mothership? 

“Well,” says Maness, “initially, we were 


looking all over. And Big Medium was 
building Springdale General at that point, 
so we were originally gonna go there. But 
that was delayed, and delayed, and delayed 
- which is typical in Austin. But we didn’t 
buffer quite enough, and we were like, 
‘Okay, we’ve got classes starting in April...’ 
And Big Medium said, Actually, we have a 
space available in Canopy right now ...’ And 
we were also finding out that we needed 
more space than we’d originally thought - 
so we’re thrilled to be in Canopy.” 

“And the ICOSA Collective hosted us 
when we were like, ‘Oh my God, classes 
are starting and we have no space!”’ says 
Balkan. “They delayed their own move into 
Canopy so we could use that spot. And then 
we were able to just go around the corner.” 

“We just rolled down the hallway,” says 
Offutt, “and then we were in our new space.” 

The Dojo’s open studios in that new 
space, the sessions with the live human 
models - there’s a rotat¬ 
ing group of about 50 dif¬ 
ferent people - are attended 
by artists of varying ability. 
And, often, that ability var¬ 
ies toward the professional. 
Does that make for an, oh, an 
intimidating atmosphere? 

“The level of skill at the 
open studios is exciting,” 
says Balkan. 

“It’s good to be around peo¬ 
ple who are better than you,” 
says Maness. “It really ups the game.” 

“But you don’t have to have serious chops 
for the studios, either,” notes Offutt. “We 
welcome people who are excited and curi¬ 
ous about it, and who are respectful of the 
culture of it. Because, yes, we’re there to 
work but also to enjoy each other. And after 
the open studios on Friday nights, it’s usu¬ 
ally kind of a party.” 

The four painters laugh, coloring the air 
with shades of delighted agreement. 

“But it’s about the work, yeah,” says 
Rilton, nodding, serious. “This is our thing. 
This is our obsession.” 

“And now,” says Offutt, “we have a space 
to honor it.” ■

contribute to not just the local artistic community, but also to the whole of humanity?” 



Future TBD Collective’s Meow 
Wolf-inspired “Exobiology 
Field Facility” (No. 363): 
“Adults forget how to play. 

So when you give them a 
story, and you make yourself 
immersed in that story and 
be ridiculous, you give them 
permission to be ridiculous, 
too,” says TBD member Jane 
Clarke. “I feel like one of the 
reasons we’re on the planet is 
to play. We’re trying to give 
people a place to step out of 
the norm, be someplace and 
somebody different.” 


Brenda Armistead’s Flying Tacos (No. 34): “Certainly, I 
try to make something useful,” says Armistead of her 
wares, which include bowls, sponge holders, and coffee 
mugs. “But you’ve gotta have your joy... something to 
make people smile. That’s my jam.” Armistead’s more 
whimsical works were selected for display November 
2018 through February 2019 on columns at Austin- 
Bergstrom International Airport. 




Mike Stefanik’s “Eureka 
Room” (No. 100): “I’m 
calling it a platform for 
positive experiences,” says 
Stefanik. “I really want it to 
be meaningful for people 
so they come and get 
something out of it that’s 
beyond just the aesthetic, 
to try to increase people’s 
well-being. It kind of gets 
you focused on these 
things [like gratitude], 
instead of maybe your 
problems and anxieties.” 


Alie Jackson’s augmented- 
reality-integrated paintings 
(No. 77): “I think AR is our next 
communication tool,” says 
Jackson, whose paintings’ 
alterations are revealed through 
Snapchat. “Technology has 
become this thing that’s shoved 
down everybody’s throats for 
marketing and advertising and 
making money, and basically it 
can be used for so much more. 

You have the dog filters, 
you have the beauty filters - 
why not flip that and make 
art expression^] on a 
more global level?”

Capital T Theatre's pairing of Mickle Maher’s Hunchback 
Variations and ...Faustus gets lit about art in a sublime way

Oh, reader. Occasionally there is a work 
of stagecraft that is so remarkable, so fine- 
tuned, so skillful yet ridiculous, that it earns 
the word “sublime.” The Hunchback Variations 
is that play. 

Capital T Theatre brings yet another 
Mickle Maher play (two short plays, actually, 
their full titles redacted here to reduce the 
risk of carpal tunnel) to the stage of Hyde 
Park Theatre, and it is brilliant. Presented 
first is The Hunchback Variations , in which 
the playwright of Song About Himself, The 
Strangerer, and There Is a Happiness That 
Morning Is once again calls upon his knack 
for manipulating the presentational nature 
of stagework to present what are, on the 
surface, a series of attempts at a panel 
discussion on artistic collaboration. 

Participating in the panel are Ludwig van 
Beethoven (Ken Webster) and Quasimodo, the 
hunchback of Notre Dame (Robert Fisher). They 
are both deaf, but whatever, and they are here 
to discuss their recent attempts at recreating 
“the impossible sound,” a stage direction 
for Anton Chekhov’s The Cherry Orchard. 
Quasimodo is lumpy, bedraggled, yet earnest. 
He is something of a foley artist. Beethoven, 


who couldn’t even be bothered to put on a 
period costume or wig, is a role that might as 
well have been written for Webster, making 
generous use of Austin’s best deadpan. 

As Quasimodo, Fisher exemplifies charac¬ 
ter work. He is comical, endearing, nonrepeti- 
tive, physical, and somehow very serious all 
at once. To see him carefully pick up and 
demonstrate what to do with a mini-whisk 
will warm the heart. 

Maher’s scripts are dense, literary affairs 
punctuated with silliness and pops of com¬ 
mon sense. In talking about the table at 
Quasimodo’s marshy hut where they worked 
on their collaboration, Beethoven describes 
it as a table made from a cathedral bell, and 
then observes that it was a terrible table, for 
it has no flat surface. It’s nonsense that turns 
out to have so much sense, taken as a whole. 

The second play of the evening, Faustus for 
short, pales slightly in comparison, but only 
because it’s that hard to compete with near 
perfection. As close as you can get to a one- 
man show and still have two actors present, 
Faustus shows the character Doctor Faustus 
(Webster) from the Christopher Marlowe play, 
reckoning with the end of his life. He made

a bargain with the devil and was granted 24 
more years of life, otherworldly knowledge, 
and the use of Mephistopheles (Fisher) as his 
servant. But Mephistopheles keeps reading 
from Faustus’ journal, and the play becomes 
a meditation on how we present ourselves to 
the world, what we hide, and what happens 
to the memory of us when we die. 

With only one voice and a continuation of 
Webster’s typical approach to his characters, 
Faustus doesn’t soar as high as The Hunchback 
Variations, but it remains a fascinating, vibrant 


text. It’s the sort of work that you sit with and 
gratefully ponder. 

Mark Pickell’s direction of the two plays is 
strong. He takes two wordy and intellectually 
intense scripts and creates a visually dynamic 
evening of theatre from them. 

I fear that Cap T may be reaching the end 
of Maher’s available oeuvre, as it currently 
stands. Hopefully, Maher will write more and 
the company will continue to find success 
with challenging scripts that are so well-suit¬ 
ed to their casting and talents.

MEN ON BOATS

Man, these guys just don’t get it. 

No matter what the Grand Canyon throws 
at John Wesley Powell’s patchwork crew of 
Civil War vets, mountain men, and thrill-seek¬ 
ers to show them what an inhospitable envi¬ 
ronment it is - Whitewater rapids, precipitous 
waterfalls, treacherous rocks, spoiled food, 
snakes! - these dudes paddle on like they 
totes got this, bro. And they keep slapping 
names on the natural features they pass like 
everything is theirs - first come, first served - 
even though they’re continuously running into 
people or evidence of people who were there 
before them: other white explorers, Mormon 
farmers, and, oh yeah, Utes and other indig¬ 
enous peoples. Men on Boats - which, by 
the way, has neither, but more on that later - 
depicts the titular guys as so caught up in the 
fever of westward expansion, they seem to be 
suffering from Manifest Density. 

In recounting Powell’s exploratory expedi¬ 
tion down the Green and Colorado Rivers in 
1869, Jaclyn Backhaus hasn’t quite rewritten 
history - her play maintains an impressive 
fidelity to the basic facts of the journey - 
but she’s given it a decidedly contemporary 
sound (e.g., two explorers boast about their 
craft being the “party boat!” while a Ute says 
the whites they negotiated with “let us keep 
our birth lands, so we were pretty stoked”), 
and she’s certainly recast it: The playwright | 
has stipulated that the expedition’s 10 white g 
males be played by anything but. So we see 2 
the behavior of these macho bros performed h 
by women of assorted races, cultures, sexual m 
orientations, and gender identities. It shows “ 
us that behavior through a different lens, and o 
we can see much more of the folly in it. 

With Shawn Sides of the Rude Mechs 
captaining Backhaus’ time-warping, identity- 
flipped script at Mary Moody Northen Theatre, 
the production dishes up that folly with some 
of the same irreverence and vigorous theat¬ 
ricality that energizes her home company’s 
shows. Instead of anything resembling boats, 
we get something more like benches on roll¬ 
ers, which Sides sends careering around the 
MMNT stage floor. With the canyon walls on 
the upper stage spaces represented by struc¬ 
tures wrapped in earth-toned canvas (the 
set’s by senior design student Jacob Foster), 
the explorers look like they’re in a Soap Box 
Derby race beneath an art exhibit by Christo. 

It’s as offbeat as seeing these 19th-century 
adventurers exchange high-fives, but also 
right in keeping with a script in which one of 
them yells at another to “stop freaking out!” 

Tyler Layton, an assistant professor in the 
St. Edward’s Department of Performing Arts, 
takes the lead here in modeling testosterone- 
fueled drive. She puffs up Powell with reck¬ 
less bravado and an unyielding sense of his 
own infallibility. He wouldn’t look at a map 
even if he had one; he always knows he’s on 
the right track, and nothing - not lost boats, 
not churning waters, not imminent starvation 
- can persuade him to abandon his course. 
Layton also keeps the one-armed geologist

on a constant caffeine high, buzzed about the 
size of the challenge before him, the perils he 
faces, and the glory surely awaiting him. 

That charge, with its confidence and cer¬ 
tainty, gives both Powell’s men and the actors 
playing them something to rally around and 
helps pull the cast into an ensemble. For all 
the play’s humor at the explorers’ expense, 
Backhaus pays sincere tribute to their cour¬ 
age and fortitude. Scenes of danger may 
look comic because of the theatrical way 
they’re presented (someone writhing on the 
floor to show a man overboard, Layton on 
tiptoe clutching some canvas to show Powell 
hanging off a cliff), but all the actors work in 
concert to convey the threats and play them 
for high stakes. And seeing so many women 
engage in the kind of high adventure that’s 
typically men’s territory is a thrill of its own. 

In that way, Men on Boats keeps giving us 
our cake and letting us eat it, too. It’s comi¬ 
cal, but it treats danger seriously. It’s histori¬ 
cal but provides a contemporary viewpoint. 

It depicts men, but in doing so lets women 
be adventurers. And those women expose 
the men’s cluelessness but also give them 
charm. The guys may not ever get it, but we 
do. - Robert Fa ires

In the midst of a multi¬ 
weekend studio tour wherein 
Eastside artists invite you 
into their places of work and 
respite, MASS Gallery is con¬ 
tinuing the 11-artist group 
show “Staycation: thresh¬ 
olds,” the first exhibition at 
MASS’S new location. The 
show invites the viewer into 
points of creation, though 
through the gallery, not the 
studio. We are invited into 
the private self and into the stretching of 
one’s limits. In the spirit of the accompany¬ 
ing catalog essay (a trove for any art-school- 
jargon bingo card), is a quotation on the 
nature of thresholds from Susan Sontag’s On 
Photography. “Much of modern art is devoted 
to lowering the threshold of what is terrible ... 
that body of psychic custom and public sanc¬ 
tions that draws a vague boundary between 
what is emotionally and spontaneously intol¬ 
erable and what is not.” 

Tucked into a corner are Emily Cross’ 
small, evocative drawings, The Front and The 
Back, which (respectively) portray in feathery 
ink strokes a figure in a balaclava-like mask 
and the open seams of a bodysuit down the 
back of the figure’s skull. The kinky associa¬ 
tions of the balaclava and the tenderness 
of Cross’ delicate use of line are captivating 
despite their small size. Situated between 
Alicia Link’s large wall piece and Simone 
Thornton and Levi Dugat’s large painting, the 
drawings act as a tether between the sooth¬ 
ing palette of a geometric representation of 
lush interior and barren exterior landscapes 
(Thornton & Dugat’s / Could Not Be Contained, 
I Would Find You) and the sumptuous and 
disgusting facts of flesh rendered in the mul¬ 
timedia layering of fatty slabs of red and pink 
(Link’s Bye Bye Beef Grief). 

The exploration of the boundaries of 
public and private selves and the ways we 
tighten and loosen these continues further 
down the wall with Betelhem Makonnen’s 


selfie videos. On various screens, the artist 
is reflected and refracted. In one, Makonnen 
rearranges small segments of mirror on 
the surface of another mirror. In another, 
the artist wipes at a screen with a cloth, 
cleansing the reflection. Always centered 
is Makonnen’s fascinating, placid face. Yet 
another screen shows this face twisting into 
a dizzying spiral in the warping effect of a 
digital photo booth filter. 

These little interplays between the works 
create a shimmering show in the single¬ 
room gallery area. Most notably, this inter¬ 
play occurs with Andrew Hulett’s Sounding 
Objects in the center of the room. Hulett’s 
sculpture consists of planes and tubes 
emerging from the ground and the ceiling, 
sending sounds bending through their sur¬ 
faces and across the room. By providing an 
ever-shifting soundtrack to the rest of the 
show, Hulett offers a generous centerpiece 
and sounding board to the exhibition. The 
sculpture reflects the work around it, literally. 
Stephanie Concepcion Ramirez’s large, warm 
photograph of the sun glowing through a dew- 
streaked car window catches sight of itself in 
one of the hanging, silver, mirrored surfaces 
of Hulett’s piece. 

While the word “liminal” is nearly impotent 
with overuse, thresholds are still intriguing, 
lingering in the possibilities of limitations and 
beginnings, tolerance and discomfort, invita¬ 
tion and fortification. This is a superstitious 
place, on the verge, on edge. - Melany Jean

DAY TOPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


Fort Lancaster, in arid West Texas, played an important role in 
the western expansion of the U.S. beginning in 1855. The remains 
of stone walls and a museum at the historic site tell the story of a 
remote frontier Army outpost just a few miles off modern-day 
Interstate 10 near Sheffield. 

Situated in a valley surrounded by mesas and hills, the fort con¬ 
trolled the Pecos River crossing of the San Antonio-EI Paso 
Road. The limestone rock and adobe brick buildings housed around 
150 soldiers and civilians at the fort’s peak. The early soldiers were 
more likely to help travelers with broken wagons and a shortage of 
water than protect them from hostile attacks. But of the almost two 
dozen frontier forts in Texas, Lancaster was the only one attacked by 
Native Americans. 

Contrary to Hollywood depictions, Native American warriors gener¬ 
ally gave the forts a wide berth. An exception came on the evening 
of Dec. 26, 1867, when a group of 400 Kickapoo and outlaw whites 
went after the Army’s horse and mule herd. In the fight that ensued, 
40 Buffalo Soldiers held off the attackers with only three casualties. 

During nearly 20 years of operation, the isolated fort was an 
important way station for gold seekers bound for California, stage¬ 
coaches, wagon trails of migrants, mail pouches, and even the exper¬ 
iment of using camels in the American West. 

Fort Lancaster State Historic Site is 34 miles west of Ozona 
on TX-290. Visitors are welcome to walk among ruins covering 




82 acres. There’s a small admission fee to the park, which is 
open daily from 9am-5pm. For more info, go to www.thc.texas.

Pound for pound, Southern Heights is the 
hardest-working brewery in the city, nailing 
one hop-wrangled recipe after another with 
basically a crew of two manning every pipe, 
hose, and spout in the house. And now that 
some of these hopped-up Lambos like Tahitian 
Dreamin’ and To the Cloud are available in lim¬ 
ited, to-go, four-pack tallboys, they can finally 
kick us out of their rad taproom for the night. 


We’re pretty sure Zilker has given a grand 
total of zero shits what people think of them; 
they just grind, baby. You gotta respect that. 
As it stands now, Zilker is the most underrat¬ 
ed brewery in the city. How can this be? They 
were one of the first urban storefront brewer¬ 
ies in the city and have pounded out fantas¬ 
tic beers like Marco IPA and Honey Blonde in 
a roustabout-style taproom that engages the 
street life of the coolest neighborhood in the 
city. They should be swimming in solid gold 
bullion like Scrooge McDuck. Quietly, Zilker 
has maneuvered Coffee Milk Stout into one 
of the city’s beer icons and found time to add 
another exemplar of a pale ale to the core 
lineup in Parks & Rec. Somehow, Zilker has 
also found the time to specially can a hazy 
festival beer for UtopiaFest. And if you 
missed their Oktoberfest Festbier or their 
Third Space Anniversary IPA, then you missed 
two of the best beers made in Austin in all of 
2018. It’s fuckin’ Zilker Time, man.

Here at the Chronicle, we’d love to just make every brewery in the city (or breweries 
just outside the city who wanna flex like they’re Austin locals - hey that’s cool with us, 
Drip!) tie for first place, but that would be so boring and dumb and bloodless. Local 
beer is all about the microaggressive rivalries (it isn’t) and the beefy feuds (nope) that 
breweries have with one another over our semiregular power rankings. And that’s 
exactly why we’re here to give you our updated fall brewery takes that are so hot, 
they’ll make all your boiled tap water seem like a nitrogen slushy. 

As always, our selections are made based on the quality of the company’s core beer, its 
seasonal releases in the spring through fall, and their limited releases that dunk on all 
those amateurs still tinkering away at their college homebrew kits. Beyond that, we 
think it’s important to also recognize any recent national or international accolades from 
our city’s most-acknowledged breweries, their investments in making a charming tap- 
room/biergarten with which to waste away entire weekends, as well as their overall influ¬ 
ence on the Austin-area brewing scene in general. And because there are about 58 brew- 
houses currently in this region - with another 26 (!!) in various stages of evolution - we 
decided to expand our power rankings to the top 15 area breweries (see 11-15 in the 
online version). This list remains a fluid roster of the most innovative beermakers in this 
area and often changes from season to season. With that said, these are the top 10 
Austin(ish) breweries hittin’ dingers like Alfred “Big Al” Delia.

And 
though Live Oak appears to be taking a small 
sabbatical with regard to the bounty of new 
canned offerings compared to the last few 
years, it doesn’t mean they are no longer 
incumbents of the castle. They most certainly 
are. Live Oak’s bye week means recalculating 
distribution strategies, focusing on accessibil¬ 
ity to as many Texans as possible, and set¬ 
ting a distance-running pace for the brewery’s 
future. Boring stuff to you and me but essen¬ 
tial for quality control, it’s Live Oak’s most 
extraordinary feature. Meanwhile, they knight¬ 
ed Grodziskie as their newest (and riskiest) 
year-rounder in April while they wait for the 
rest of the world to catch up to their love of 
smoked lagers.

(now seasonal) Black Thunder, ABW’s 
GABF gold-medal-winning symphonic dark 
lager, comes a bump in our power rank¬ 
ing. And along with their old hardware 
arrives a new set of 2018 GABF bronzes 
for Super Awesome Helles Lager and 
Flavor Country Floppy Pale Ale - which, by 
the way, is becoming the default setting 
as an everyday, midweek fridge beer as 
ABW is really dialing in the recipe for this 
luminescent brew. 

A Pintkouse Pizza 
w Burnet new 

Any other brewery that simply wants to 
make a nice IPA in Austin is probably sick 
of PHP’s bullshit. I mean, PHP didn’t invent 
the style, no, but they are damn well per¬ 
fecting it by doing whatever goblin-y magic 
happens behind the scenes that makes 
PHP the best IPA program in Texas. PPIP’s 
original location on Burnet recently struck 
gold at both the 2018 Great American 
Beer Festival and the 2018 World Beer 
Cup in Nashville for their Green Battles 
IPA, while also roping an additional silver 
medal in Tennessee for This Year’s Crop 
Wet Flop IPA, the fresh-hop version of 
Green Battles. But perhaps most impres¬ 
sively, PHP Burnet took first place in the 
2018 Alpha King Challenge for Fully Adrift 
Double IPA, which is like Talladega for the 
lupulin-headed wingnuts of bitter beer. 


Why, in my day, going out to Jester 
King meant going out to the farm to watch 
their brewers go all A Beautiful Mind on 
some sour Texas terroir funky hay lychee 
breadfruit beer, and everyone was orgasming 
at once because perfect farmhouse beer 
used to unite us all. Well, Jester King is still 
doing that, except everyone has kids now 
(presumably because of those perfect farm¬ 
house beers that united us), and so now 
everyone just oohs and aahs along with their 
spouses and kids. That family atmosphere 
makes Jester King the best user experience 
in all of Austin. Their worldwide recognitions 
and awards are too many to list here, but by 
far their most crowning achievement has 
been the self-preservation of their property, 
ensuring that Jester King will be just as pris¬ 
tine a narrative in the future as it is now. To 
wit, Jester King has recalibrated the beloved 
Stanley’s Farmhouse Pizza into more of an 
elevated kitchen, hiring Damien Brockway- 
formerly of Counter 3. Five. VII and Uchiko - 
to curate dishes like tartare, house-made 
breads, a charcuterie board, and aged pork 
loins to go along with those buzz-healing 
wood-fired pizzas.

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Discada Honors Tradition and Celebrates Border Food 

KEEP THE MENU SIMPLE AND THE FLAVORS COMPLEX by EmilyBeyda 


From French fries to haute cuisine, if you can name it, 
there’s probably some kind of wheeled vehicle slinging it in 
Austin. That’s the great thing about the food truck business 
model: It allows people who are enthusiastic about a particu¬ 
lar kind of food or cooking technique to bring it to the public 
with less fuss and capital than are necessary for a traditional 
brick-and-mortar restaurant. And the folks behind the menu at 
one local food truck, Discada, homed in on their specialty and 
focused their menu like a laser beam: Choose between one, 
five, or eight discada tacos; say yea or nay to a side of elotes; 
and select Topo Chico, Mexican Coke, or bottled water. 

In some ways, there’s nothing new about discada, also 
known as “cowboy wok cooking.” “The history of discada is 
hard to set in stone,” explains Anthony Pratto, one of the trio 
of co-owners who operates the appropriately named food 
truck. “But we do know that it is a very rural cooking technique 


that was created by farmers and ranchers, primarily in Central 
and South America, using a modified tractor plow disc, which 
we use at our truck.” 

The recipe is popular throughout rural areas of the northern 
Mexican state of Chihuahua, which is where co¬ 
owner and chef Xose Velasco’s father learned the 
technique. Theirs features beef, pork, and vegeta¬ 
bles cooked in seven layers - each layer simmers 
in the juices of the ingredient before it - and then 
it’s all wrapped in corn tortillas and topped with onions, cilan¬ 
tro, and pineapple and served with salsa and lime. After mov¬ 
ing to Mexico City, he learned new flavors and approaches to 
cooking that he applied to the traditional discada model, cre¬ 
ating a new recipe that he passed down to his son. 

“The labor-intensive process is the main reason why our 
discada tacos taste so good,” explains Pratto. “We hand-cut 


every ingredient and marinate them for 24 hours before we 
cook. The cooking process is done in layers where everything 
is cooked one ingredient at a time. The order in which we do 
so is just as important as anything else. We slowly simmer 
each ingredient in the same tractor plow disc, one after anoth¬ 
er. Each ingredient cooks in the flavorful juices of the previous 
ingredient. When the disc is finished, we finally mix everything 
together and we serve that mixture into small corn tortillas. This 
slow process allows our discada to be packed with immense 
flavor. This is the way we grew up eating it and the only way 
we would want to serve it.” 

This precise and complex cooking process is essential to cre¬ 
ating the layered flavors that make a plate of discada worth the 
wait. “We believe in the importance of taking our time instead 
of taking the easy way out,” says Pratto. “We want people to 
be able to taste the labor and love that goes into our discada. 
Discada was originally, and still is, about bringing people 
together, which is something that should not be rushed.” 

For Pratto and his partners, who he describes as a “broth¬ 
erhood” of childhood friends, discada was always associated 
with celebrations, a recipe that would be cooked on special 
occasions like birthdays, holidays, and family reunions as a 
way of bringing their families and communities together. “We 
bring this community-minded ethos to the truck by offering it 
the same way as it was offered to us in the backyard,” says 
Pratto. “Seeing discada grow and become appreciated in the 
community is so great to be able to experience with your close 
friends,” says Pratto. 

This is especially true because Pratto and his partners 
had been talking about opening Discada for almost a decade. 
“The more we invited people to our homes and shared discada 
with them, the more we realized how special it was,” he says. 
"When we finally all decided to take the plunge, we figured 
Austin would be the best place. We love and know Austin very 
well and have lived here a long time. People in Austin love 
good food and appreciate culture. In a city known for tacos, 
we noticed that discada was absent from the taco scene.” 

Aside from the obvious merits of taste and uniqueness, 
Discada occupies a unique role in a time when borders and 
cross-cultural exchange are very much a part of the political 
discourse. After all, discada is very much a border food, 
well-known in rural areas throughout Mexico as well as El 
Paso but pretty obscure in the rest of the U.S. “Sharing this 
special food on the other side of the border is 
a way to bring people together with the com¬ 
mon theme of simply enjoying each other’s 
company while sharing a culture,” says Pratto. 
“No matter what your political beliefs are, dis¬ 
cada is still something everyone can enjoy and share. Trying 
something new means learning something new. Learning 
more about cultures and people is a way that we can accept 
others in the U.S. After all, the U.S. was founded on immi¬ 
gration and has always been considered a melting pot.” And 
thanks to Xose’s delicious work, it’s a very enjoyable melting 
pot indeed. ■

HANNAH FI DELL TRAVELS THE LONG DUMB ROAD by Richard Whittaker 


Hannah Fidell’s new road trip comedy The Long Dumb Road 
begins, suitably, with a car leaving Austin. The erstwhile 
Austin resident, who filmed her breakthrough films A Teacher 
and 6 Years here, explained, “It’s a drive I’ve definitely done.” 

But behind the wheel of this particular automobile is 
Austinite Nat (Tony Revolori), who is taking off for California. 
When mechanic Richard (Jason Mantzoukas) fixes his car, the 
college-bound kid offers to give this seemingly wise old soul 


a lift for a couple of towns. Fidell was actually inspired by her 
friend Nat Sanders (editor of the Oscar-winning Moonlight, as 
well as the Duplass brothers’ The Do-Deca-Pentathlon). She 
said, “He spent a few years in Austin, and he befriended a 
few drifter types, and then eventually moved to L.A. But on 
his way there he had picked up one of these guys and had 
promised to take [him] to somewhere along the way.” Fidell 
admits she became “enamored” of the story. “It’s just so 


iconic. Here’s a kid who thinks he just doesn’t have enough 
experience in the world, so he decides that this drifter guy 
has more life experience. It just spoke to me.” 

But Nat soon finds out that this was not such a great idea. 
Not The Hitcher’s C.-Thomas-Howell-letting-Rutger-Hauer-in-his- 
passenger-door bad idea: Instead, this is more Fidell’s anti¬ 
dote to the myth of the Dharma Bum. Rather than learning 
something profound about the universe from some mysteri¬ 
ous enlightened drifter, she said, “You just spend two hours 
talking about The Fast and the Furious.” If Nat does learn a 
lesson, she said, it’s simple: “Don’t pick up strangers.” 

The great American road trip movie is ingrained in the cul¬ 
ture (take Planes , Trains and Automobiles, which Fidell called 
“the greatest movie of all time”). But would she pick up a 
hitchhiker for a similar experience? She laughed. Never. The 
biggest risk she’s ever faced is “just the monotony of the 
road.” However, she understands the impetus to pick up a 
traveling companion. “The road is scary, especially if you’re 
going alone - whether or not you want to admit it.” 

There have been a lot of changes in Fidell’s life, and not just 
relocating to L.A. Like many indie directors, she has been mak¬ 
ing a transition to episodic drama, having helmed two episodes 
of Hulu’s Casual and an installment of Facebook Watch’s Sorry 
for Your Loss, starring Elizabeth Olsen - plus she’s been devel¬ 
oping a miniseries based on A Teacher for FX. The Long Dumb 
Road (based off her 2016 short titled The Road) came in part 
as a reaction to the increasing fear that she was being pigeon¬ 
holed - a danger for every young filmmaker but especially, she 
said, for women. “There’s no one who wants to explore the 
female experience more than I do,” she said, but in the wake 
of 6 Years, “I was being sent only very serious relation young 
adult dramas, and I just wanted to creatively try something dif¬ 
ferent and get out of my wheelhouse. ... I wanted to show peo¬ 
ple something different, and selfishly open up the range of 
projects that I could then go on to do.” 

She also admitted to a small degree of selfishness in 
wanting to make a flat-out, laugh-out-loud comedy - especial¬ 
ly, she said, during the Trump presidency. “The last thing I 
want to do is watch something that’s going to make me feel 
worse about the world. And if I can bring a little bit of joy and 
laughter to people, then this movie was a success.” 

The Long Dumb Road opens in Austin this week.

Norma Jean & Marilyn 


HOW HBO’S MONROE BIOPIC HIGHLIGHTED THE 


When most people think of TV movies, the 
usual assortment of tawdry Lifetime melodramas 
comes to mind: titles such as She Fought Alone, 
She Cried No, and similar “She Was Defiant” sto¬ 
ries about women seeking justice against their 
abusers - most of which look very different now in 
the #MeToo era, for better or worse. While these 
TV movies still stand out in my mind (obviously), 
few left quite the impression that Norma Jean & 
Marilyn did. Like those Lifetime dramas, HBO’s 
Marilyn Monroe biopic has taken on a new dimen¬ 
sion in the context of society’s current reckoning 
with serial sexual abusers, primarily because it 
stars two of Harvey Weinstein’s prominent accus¬ 
ers: Ashley Judd and Mira Sorvino. 

Norma Jean & Marilyn premiered on HBO in 1996, 
when I was just 11 years old. My father was, like most 
baby boomers, quite smitten with Monroe - the 
Hollywood bombshell whose life was cut short fol¬ 
lowing a drug overdose in 1962. Posters featuring 
the platinum-haired, sleepy-eyed icon adorned my 
father’s workspace. Naturally, I was curious about the 


only woman ever permitted to take up permanent 
residence in a space that was usually off-limits. And so 
my own infatuation with this breathtaking Hollywood 
tragedy began, and by 19961 was well-versed in the 
woman, the myth, the legend that was Marilyn. 

The HBO film admittedly hasn’t aged that well 
(the acting in particular is quite soapy), but its more 
ambitious elements - such as daydream sequences 
in which Norma Jean/Marilyn recalls and reimagines 
her traumatic upbringing - evoke the waking-night- 
mare surrealism of David Lynch. It feels more voy¬ 
euristic than conventional biopics, due in large part 
to the bold visual choice of having Judd’s Norma 
Jean interact with Sorvino’s Marilyn during the lat¬ 
ter’s most crushing personal moments, as when she 
doubts her talent or makes choices that might stifle 
her career (like marrying Joe DiMaggio). 

Judd’s Norma Jean is tenacious and resilient, 
having endured - as told via recurring flashback 
- repeated physical and emotional trauma at 


the hands of various men 
throughout her life. From 
predatory father figures to 
former lovers who underestimated and devalued 
her, Norma Jean learned early on that her body 
was both a tool and a weapon, capable of mak¬ 
ing her dreams a reality just as easily as it could 
destroy them. Sorvino’s Marilyn fights to repress 
this past, changing her name to “kill” Norma Jean 
and, when that doesn’t work, using an assort¬ 
ment of prescription drugs to finish the job. 

While the film is as preoccupied with her roman¬ 
tic life as any other Monroe biopic, the scenes 
in which Norma Jean battles it out with Marilyn 
remain incredibly poignant and surprisingly 
relevant - particularly when the subject turns, 
as it often does, to the way that Marilyn uses her 
sexuality as currency and willfully reduces herself 
to a sex symbol, effectively abandoning her higher 
ambitions (and Norma Jean) in the process.

Norma Jean & Marilyn debuted on HBO around 
the same time that Weinstein is alleged to 
have sexually harassed both Judd and Sorvino. 
According to both women, after they rejected 
Weinstein’s unwanted advances, the disgraced 
former Hollywood executive went to great lengths 
to damage their careers in the years that followed 
(and he arguably succeeded). These stories - as 
well as those of many women who have bravely 
spoken out against their abusers in recent months 
- would likely resonate with Marilyn Monroe, 
who rose to fame in an era when these repulsive 
behaviors were considered normal. That two of 
Weinstein’s most outspoken accusers appeared 
together in a film that explores, however clumsily, 
the horrors of the very system that enabled and 
protected their abuser is rather extraordinary. ■

Fewer Monsters, More Magic 

Potter spin-off gets the spell right

One of the disappointments of 2016’s 
Fantastic Beasts and Where to Find Them 
was that it poured so many resources into 
crafting those fantastic beasts, crafting a 
compelling story seemed like a task on the 
to-do list that never got crossed off. Sequel 
The Crimes of Grindelwald - the second 
in a proposed five-film series set roughly 
60 years before the birth of a certain boy 
wizard named Harry Potter - does an about- 
face, backgrounding the magical creatures 
and crosshatching a half-dozen (at least!) 
engrossing plots and character pairings. It’s 
an improvement in almost every way. 

Tough takeoff, though. Returning direc¬ 
tor David Yates (who also saw the HP 
series through its last four films) hurls 
The Crimes of Grindelwald almost 
immediately into an airborne action 
sequence. Darkly shot and disorient¬ 
ing, it feels like a dry run for a future 
theme park ride, and its focus on the 
power-hungry wizard Grindelwald - aka beta 
Voldemort - isn’t exactly a best-foot-forward 
way to open the film. The casting of Johnny 
Depp as the series’ big baddie still rankles; 
was it really so impossible for Yates and 
writer/producer JK Rowling to locate an actor 
not already complicated by unsavory behav¬ 
ior offscreen and, onscreen, a frankly tired 
proclivity for playing weird dudes in outre 
makeup? 

It’s a thorn in the side of what is otherwise 
an exquisitely cast picture. Eddie Redmayne 
- nominally the lead, but really more a calm¬ 
ing buoy in a very busy movie - returns 
as the magizoologist/righteous nerd Newt 
Scamander, who is tender with the crea¬ 
tures in his care but pretty hopeless when it 
comes to talking to his crush, no-nonsense 


American auror Tina Goldstein (Waterston). 
Tina’s sister, the sweet, guileless Queenie 
(Sudol), is still head over heels for good- 
hearted baker Jacob Kowalski (Fogler), who 
can’t do magic. In the 1920s wizarding com¬ 
munity, that kind of love affair between a 
witch and a no-maj is verboten, lending them 
a star-cross’d quality that plays out in other 
permutations among the new - uniformly 
terrific - additions to the cast. That includes 
Zoe Kravitz as Leta Lestrange, haunted by 
a secret and stuck between her first love 
and her new fiance; Claudia Kim as Nagini, 
a maledictus doomed to eventually trans¬ 
form full-time into a snake, something that’s 


exploited in the wizard-world freakshow circus 
where she bonds with another tortured soul; 
and Jude Law, as an impish young Professor 
Dumbledore, who recruits Newt to track down 
Grindelwald because Albus can’t, or won’t, 
move against the once-cherished man he 
sees in the Mirror of Erised. 

Does it matter if the names Lestrange, 
Nagini, the Mirror of Erised don’t ring any 
bells for you? Not exactly - the film still 
works as its own contained universe - but 
it’s a far richer experience if you can call on 
seven books, eight films, Pottermore mar¬ 


ginalia, and Rowling’s own Twitter musings. 
Alternately, not knowing what a flash of green 
light means - that’s the killing curse, folks 
- takes the edge off of some of the more 
chilling moments in the film. Still, this might 
be too intense for younger viewers, especially 
with the reduced screen time for all those 
cute AF beasts. (Do not fear! The duck¬ 
billed niffler is back, and eagerly awaits your 
Christmas plush toy pre-orders!) The stunning 
art deco design and slinky costumes prob¬ 
ably won’t do much for kiddos, either, and 
what’s definitely gonna fly right over their 
heads are the implied parallels to despots of 
yesteryear and righthererightnow. Indeed, the 
film’s best action sequence 
isn’t the hurly-burly stuff, 
all digital effects overload. 
It’s Grindelwald riling up 
his base without raising 
his voice, convincing the 
elite they are in fact the 
oppressed and encouraging their worst ten¬ 
dencies to nativism. It’s the opening salvo in 
a battle for wizards’ hearts and minds, one 
that will presumably dominate the rest of the 
series. On the strength of this sequel - a 
dense yet deft return to the high standards 
Yates set with the Potter films - count this 
Muggle’s heart and mind all in.

Originally conceived and shot as a six-epi¬ 
sode series for the Netflix streaming service, 
The Ballad of Buster Scruggs - the latest 
from Joel and Ethan Coen - is instead reach¬ 
ing theatres as a single anthology film of six 
episodes that is available simultaneously as 
a limited theatrical run and through Netflix. 
Although all the episodes contain elements 
of the Coens’ signature mix of jokiness and 
solemnity, the chapters unevenly grab our 
interest, something that might have been 
less striking if presented as a series rather 
than viewed in a single sitting. 

Tim Blake Nelson appears as the titular 
Buster Scruggs in the film’s opening seg¬ 
ment. Scruggs is a singing cowboy with an 
itchy trigger finger. Known as the San Saba 
Songbird, the sharpshooter is also identi¬ 
fied as a misanthrope wanted dead or alive 
on posters in every town he enters. Nelson 
plays him as a goofball, whose fatal yet 
inventive aim is viewed from many angles - 
including from the hollowed inside of his gui¬ 
tar. Like most of the other lead characters in 
the episodes which follow, Scruggs’ tale ends 
with his death. The chapters move forward 
as the pages of a well-worn cloth book, The 
Ballad of Buster Scruggs and Other Tales of 
the American Frontier, turn. 

The next story, which stars James Franco 
as a bank robber who slips several nooses 
due to dumb luck, continues in the opening 
episode’s humorous but fatalist vein. “Meal 
Ticket,” the third episode, takes a grim 
turn in a story about an itinerant showman 
(Neeson) who nightly presents a limbless 
orator (Melling) reciting random bits from 
the Bible, Shakespeare, the Declaration of 
Independence, and other high-minded litera¬ 
ture. Tom Waits (perfectly cast) stars in the

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next nearly wordless episode about a griz¬ 
zled gold prospector who desecrates a pris¬ 
tine canyon in his mortal quest. Zoe Kazan 
nails the emotional heart of this movie in 
“The Gal Who Got Rattled,” the episode in 
which she stars as a young woman traveling 
west with a wagon train. It’s the only seg¬ 
ment that feels strong enough to exist on 
its own apart from the anthology. A range of 
emotions, and a character that echoes the 
role she played in Meek's Cutoff, help turn 
Kazan’s episode into a thing of wonder - yet 
not so much that death spares its players. 
The final episode, “The Mortal Remains,” 
takes place in a stagecoach, echoing many 
a Western film. The riders’ backgrounds and 
differences are highlighted along the way, 
with lovely performances contributed by Tyne 
Daly, Brendan Gleeson, Chelcie Ross, and 
the others. But the episode’s inconclusive 
ending is a let-own. 

Ultimately, Buster Scruggs is lesser Coen, 
despite the movie bearing many of the film¬ 
makers’ trademarks. Both silly and serious, 
it’s a hodgepodge in spurs, a horse opera 
with nothing but arias.

VIOLET CROWN

The internet, as the philosopher-king 
Trekkie proclaimed in Avenue Q, is for porn. 

So many tools now viewed as standard - 
streaming video, two-way chat, online pay¬ 
ments - were pioneered by porn sites. Cam, 
the debut feature of director Goldhaber and 
writer Isa Mazzei, depends on the intersec¬ 
tion of sex, menace, and commerce on 
the internet. 

Mazzei, herself a former camgirl (don’t 
pretend you don’t know what that is), writes 
what is first and foremost a rare, raw, some¬ 
times charming insight into the life of an 
online sex worker. Lola (Brewer, best known 
as The Handmaid's Tale’s Janine) has her 
working relationship with her regular viewers, 
and makes a comfortable living (a run-in with 
an old friend stacking shelves at the local 
convenience store makes the appeal of her 
work-from-home gig very apparent). But it’s 
a living that, in her everyday life as twenty¬ 
something Alice, she has to hide from her 
family. 

The frame is sexually explicit and honest 
without ever feeling graphic and gratuitous, 
and that would distinguish Cam enough. 
Mazzei catches the internal politics of the 
cam scene - like Lola’s obsessive dedica¬ 
tion to breaking the top 50 of performers 
on her service, and her feud with archrival 
Princess_X (Robinson) - with an analytical 
eye that only someone from within a scene 
can ever have. But when a ghost in the 
machine starts imitating Lola, and picking up 
Alice’s fans, that’s when it takes a fascinat¬ 
ing and disturbing sharp left turn. 

It’s a balance that is reminiscent of SXSW 
award-winning Most Beautiful Island, which 
similarly looked at a marginalized group (in 
that case, undocumented Eastern European 
migrants in NYC) before adding some new 


and eerie elements. The use of fake Lola - 
separate to real Lola, and a far remove from 
Alice - allows Mazzei and and Goldhaber to 
explore the complexities, contradictions, and 
perils of our social media identities, and how 
they take on a very real (virtual) life of their 
own. It also allows a triple performance from 
Brewer, one of this year’s subtler turns that 
never lumbers into pastiche but instead lets 
Lola, faux-Lola, and ultimately Alice flourish 
as whole characters - at least as whole as 
anyone gets to be in these electronically 
divided times. It’s Brewer’s show all the way, 
and she paints Alice/Lola as a fun flirt, with 
a coed vibe that’s designed to attract her cli¬ 
ents - a persona she determinedly projects 
and protects. 

While Cam feels authentic, it’s not a docu¬ 
mentary (some of the things Alice does in 
her driven effort to break the top 50 would 
get her kicked off for TOS violations), but the 
sense of the relationship between Alice and 
her guys, as well as a plot dependent on the 
complicated definitions of online self, make 
for a fascinating techno-thriller with zero 
ill-written hackers. Goldhaber and Mazzei 
know how to ratchet up the tension, but they 
manage the incredible trick of never letting 
the online Cruising drama destroy what is 
ultimately a sex-positive message, where the 
sex worker isn’t just a passive victim, 
or background set dressing.

Ellie (Byrne) and Pete (Wahlberg) have 
reached a very comfortable spot in their 
lives. After years of struggling to turn their 
remodeling business into something profit¬ 
able, they’re now at the point where they can 
sit back and enjoy the fruits of their labor. So 
when Ellie suggests that they look into adop¬ 
tion as a possible next step, neither of them 
are too daunted by the idea of bringing a 
small child into their lives. It’s only when they 
are smitten with 15-year-old Lizzy (Moner) 
and her two young siblings that they realize 
how simple things were before and how dif¬ 
ficult their life is about to get. 


Based on the real-life adoption experi¬ 
ences of writer/director Anders, Instant 
Family sets out to soften the edges of a dif¬ 
ficult process for multiplex audiences across 
the country. There’s no shortage of charm 
on display throughout the film; as a couple, 
Pete and Ellie offer the right balance of com¬ 
passion and ignorance, and co-screenwriters 
John Morris and Anders’ script never shies 
away from showing the most selfish parts 
of their transition from self-reliance to 
parenthood. There’s also a slew of likable 
and recognizable performers (actors like 
Octavia Spencer, Margo Martindale, and Tig 
Notaro) in supporting roles, who move the 
story along considerably just by being ampli¬ 
fied versions of themselves onscreen. As 
the story of two parents going through the 
adoption process, the movie has a few nice 
things to say about stepping outside your 
own comfort zone to make a difference in 
the lives of others. 

However, the challenge - the one this 
film proves incapable of overcoming - is how 
you marry a broad family comedy with the 
endless complexity of the adoption process. 
Take the children’s birth mother. When she 
reappears in her children’s lives halfway 
through the movie, Instant Family makes a 
series of sobering observations on how her 
presence confuses the youngest children 
and causes them to act out at home. But her 
presence also backs the film into an inescap¬ 
able corner: How can Instant Family offer a 
crowd-pleasing happy ending if Pete and Ellie 
lose their foster children? Like many things in 
this movie, the answer to this question is far 
less interesting than the question itself, and 
Anders’ film chooses - as it also does with 
questions of ethnicity - to awkwardly side¬ 
step some of the issues raised by its own 
pursuit of authenticity. 

Those looking for a family comedy aimed 
at adults could do a lot worse than Instant 
Family, but the demands of a wide release 
have sapped much of the film’s dramatic 
potential. I can’t help but wonder what kind 
of movie Anders might’ve made if he’d been 
a little less worried with commercial success.

Long Dumb Road isn’t exactly forging new 
territory. It’s a bit like Planes, Trains and 
Automobiles refitted for the 21st century, 
yet it’s grounded in a nostalgic sense of 
kismet that pre-dates using an app to order 
rides from strangers. Nat (Revolori) embarks 
on a road trip across the Southwest, leav¬ 
ing Austin to drive to L.A. for art school. 

After experiencing some car trouble in Fort 
Stockton, he meets Richard (Mantzoukas, 
looking like the embodiment of all hell 
breaking loose) as he’s getting fired from a 
mechanic job. After getting the car going Nat 
uneasily agrees to let Richard hitch a ride to 
Alpine, setting off a series of events, snags, 
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AUSTIN FILMMAKERS NEED 
YOUR CROWDFUNDING HELP 


Like many artists, Austin’s cre¬ 
ative community is increasingly 
turning to crowdfunding plat¬ 
forms to cover developmental 
costs. For potential backers, it 
can be hard to navigate all the 
sites out there, so here’s a 
quick guide to some noteworthy 
campaigns. Remember, do your 
own due diligence before you 
back anything. 


Who’s raising the funds? Eagle vs Bear 
What’s the project? A fantastical fable about the 
Forest Kingdom, where the ancient struggle 
between Eagle and Bear comes to a head. The 
multiplatform project will come as an illustrated 
chapter book, audio book, and interactive 
e-book, written by Emile Millar, illustrated by 
Blayne Fox, and with a score performed by Millar 
and Daniel Siegel. Plus, it’s designed to fit into 
K-6 lesson plans, with the story examining con¬ 
flict resolution and interpersonal skills. 

Target: $25,000 by Nov. 30.

and missions that reveal both parties wind 
up with more than they bargained for. 

The success of the film relies heavily on 
the chemistry between the actors and a 
witty script riddled with ironies, written by 
director Fidell (her first comedy after two 
Austin-set dramas, A Teacher and 6 Years) 
and Carson Mel I ( Another Evil ) - though it 
was revealed during a post-screening Q&A 
at the Austin Film Festival that the movie 
was about 70% scripted and the rest was 
improv. Mantzoukas' Richard is similar to 
The League’s Rafi without the jokes centered 
around feces, and he’s generally less lewd. 
His outsized personality would be grating if it 
weren’t for the childlike innocence he incor¬ 
porates into the role, like when his eyes go 
wide talking about his favorite wrestler, The 
Rock. Revolori’s Nat serves as the straight 
man: All uptight scowls, puppy-dog eyes, 
and a naive sensibility about the ways of 
the world. This yin and yang of personalities 
creates a sort of commentary on class struc¬ 
ture. Nat comes from a well-to-do family and 
has lived a rather sheltered life, even by his 
own admission. He’s searching for “America 
at its purest” through his photography (and 
that overly romanticized American ideal 
known as the road trip), snapping pictures of 
strip malls and locals in a Marfa bar (much 
to their chagrin). Richard eagerly takes on 
the “big brother” role, enlightening Nat on 
the subjects of fast food restaurant eti¬ 
quette (“You’ve never worked in a place like 
this. I have.”), cunnilingus, and bar fights. 

Nat doesn’t bring much to the table in this 
regard, but his brooding simplicity allows 
room for Richard to loosen a few hang-ups. 

Two supporting characters - Ron 
Livingston’s suburban, Prius-driving gangster 
Francois and Pamela Reed’s part-time park 
ranger who picks up the pair after yet anoth¬ 
er mishap - are particularly colorful and high¬ 
ly entertaining. They also break up the stale¬ 
ness of two people breathing each other’s air 
for 90 minutes, while the film takes a detour 
into action-genre territory. But just briefly. The 
road might be long and dumb, but it (usually) 
gets you to where you need to be.

MONROVIA, INDIANA 

D: Frederick Wiseman. (NR, 143 min.) 

Paradoxically, the impersonality of Frederick 
Wiseman’s documentaries is what makes 
watching them such an intensely personal 
experience. Wiseman’s camera observes, 
without commentary or context or even many 
angle changes, the quotidian rhythms of such 
wildly varied institutions as a state mental 
hospital (1967’s Titicut Follies), Lord’s Gym in 
Austin (2010’s Boxing Gym), and a hallowed 
American cultural space (2017’s Ex Libris: The 
New York Public Library). The typical takeaway 
from a Wiseman doc - in which long minutes 
are spent simply watching people go about 
their business, leaving lots of time for the 
mind to roam to surprising places - isn’t “I 
learned this.” It’s “I learned this about myself.” 

What I learned from Monrovia, Indiana is 
that I - personally - am bored by mattress 
shopping, City Council arguments over fire 
hydrants, and high school band concerts I 
am not obligated by shared DNA to attend. 
The film is a string of vignettes just like 
these, snapshots of small-town America at 
once specific and generic. Some of these 
vignettes reminded me of my own childhood 
experiences in rural Texas, the close-knit 
community and centrality of the church, and 
in the faces - this film is a monument to 
lived-in faces - I saw the ghosts of my grand¬ 
mother Velma, my great-uncle Boyd. Other 
vignettes, I surmised points Wiseman was 
(maybe?) trying to make: A sound edit linking 
the buzz of barbershop clippers, a tattoo art¬ 
ist at work, and cicadas; a visual connection 
of dots between pigs on a farm being herded 
onto an 18-wheeler and the cellophane- 


wrapped raw meat that later arrives at a 
chain grocery store’s butcher counter. One of 
these vignettes utterly transfixed me - a pas¬ 
tor delivering a eulogy for a woman named 
Shirley that was surely sincerely felt but also 
mesmerizes as a piece of narrative perfor¬ 
mance. And another vignette flat-out repulsed 
me, wherein Wiseman documents a veterinar¬ 
ian’s graphic amputation of a dog’s tail. A 
medically necessary procedure, or a cosmetic 
one? There’s no telling. Or rather, Wiseman’s 
not telling. He never does. And for the first 
time in a career I’ve long admired, that really 
bothered me.

For his first film since winning multiple 
awards for 12 Years a Slave in 2013, Steve 
McQueen has decided to take a more com¬ 
mercial route to the box office with this heist 
thriller starring the phenomenal Viola Davis. 
An irresistible premise - the widows of three 
men who died during a high-stakes robbery 
commit a theft of their own to pay back 
the angry men from whom their husbands 
stole - pulls the trigger on this dynamo. The 
Chicago-set genre picture is adapted from 
the crime drama on British television by 
Lynda La Plante ( Prime Suspect) and adapted 
for the screen by McQueen and Gillian Flynn 
(Gone Girl, Sharp Objects). At every turn, cor¬ 


ruption oozes from the pores of this thriller, 
and although the film’s tone keeps us on 
edge, Widows also hits a few perfunctory pits 
in the road. 

Widows’ plot follows the steps of a con¬ 
ventional heist film: hatching the scheme, 
acquiring the guns and other tools, planning 
the details, executing the crime, and making 
a getaway. However well-planned these are, 
McQueen’s primary interest relies on the cre¬ 
ation of surprising moments. The film opens 
on the image of Veronica (Davis) and her 
husband Harry Rawlings (Neeson) in bed. The 
contrasting black and white skin of the lovers, 
seen in repose and lust, provides a startling 
initial sight, especially when presented without 
context or history. As played by Davis, Veronica 
is the personification of this indeterminate 
mood. We’re never exactly sure of the charac¬ 
ter’s motives and thinking. She grieves for her 
deceased husband, while also harboring anger 
toward him. Scattershot images of his failed 
heist are intercut with the opening lovemaking, 
showing the getaway van and the cash going 
up in flames at the end of the sequence. 
McQueen keeps us ever on our toes. 

Veronica would merely be a grieving widow 
living in an expensive high-rise were it not for 
a visit from Harry’s victims Jamal Manning 
(Henry), who is running for alderman, and 
his sociopathic brother Jatemme (Kaluuya), 
who want back the $2 million that was 
stolen from them. Also running for aider- 
man in the district is the incumbent Jack 
Mulligan (Farrell), who is the reluctant politi¬ 
cal scion of his overbearing father (Duvall). 
The Chicago political machine has fingers in 
every pot, and McQueen also emphasizes 
the contrasts between the city’s rich and 
poor, much as he does with the skin colors 
in the opening shots. 

The performances are all taut and ter¬ 
rific, as is the direction. Widows bogs down 
a bit once the heist gets going. (But maybe 
it seems like just another sharp contrast, a 
slog in comparison to the rapid images of 
the men’s spectacular heist shown in the 
opening minutes.) There may be no honor 
amongst thieves, but at least one thing is 
true: Viola Davis knows a thing or two about 
getting away with murder.

But while the script is 
often less interesting than the truth, the performances are 
sensational. Malek catches the glittering contradictions of 
Mercury, a hedonist with a huge heart, a preening peacock 
who endeared himself to the world by being so honest.

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Spirits of Christmas Past 

THE MAGIC LANTERN PODCAST SHINES A LIGHT 
ON BRITISH CHRISTMAS GHOST STORIES 


The British Christmas is filled with strang¬ 
ers and shadows. Knocks at the door and 
guttering candles, winds whispering around 
the doors the funereal grays of cloud and 
mist strain out the world beyond. What could 
be a more perfect setting for the telling of 
ghost stories? 

It’s not just Dickens and his famous tale 
of Scrooge and his three 
spirits, but a grand tradition 
of gathering around the fire¬ 
place - and later, the TV - 
to swap spooky tales. This 
Monday, as the evening 
shadows start to draw in, 

Ericca Long and Cole Roulain of the Magic 
Lantern podcast will unfurl two of the finest 
when the Austin Film Society unearths two 
small-screen Yuletide chillers as part of the 
History of Television series. 

The undoubted king of the Christmas ghost 
story was Montague Rhodes James, better 
known to students of the uncanny as M. R. 
James: A medieval scholar and vice chancel¬ 
lor of the University of Cambridge, every 
Christmas he would tell his fellow academics 
a blood-curdling tale of the supernatural. 
Collected in four volumes between 1904 and 


1925, five of the best were later adapted by 
the BBC as part of their A Ghost Story for 
Christmas strand - a series of tele pi ays that 
ran from 1971 to 1978, then revived again in 
2000 under the moniker Ghost Stories for 
Christmas and with Christopher Lee narrating 
as James, then was summoned once more 
from the beyond between 2005 and 2013. 

Long and Roulain wrote, 
“[James] weaves the past 
and the present, and maybe 
that is something that is on 
our minds during the holiday 
season and the darkness 
of winter.” 

The screening will focus on two of the 
most famous James adaptations. First is 
Whistle and I’ll Come to You, first published by 
James as “Oh, Whistle, and I’ll Come to You, 
My Lad” in 1904, and adapted for the BBC’s 
Omnibus arts strand in 1968 by Jonathan 
Miller. It has all the classic James elements 
(a remote location, ancient superstitions, 
a dark force unearthed, and a bumbling 
academic - played by iconic British actor 
Michael Hordern) and is regarded as the 
inspiration for the later BBC run. The Magic

the Rosetta stone. We love to trace the evo¬ 
lution of a thing, and without it, we likely 
wouldn’t have the rest.” 

More shadows come courtesy of 1973’s 
Lost Hearts. First published in 1895, it’s a 
more Victorian tale of a waif taken in by his 
uncle (an academic, no less) who learns that 
the ancestral mansion holds secrets even 
darker than a couple of ghosts. This version 
was crafted by British TV director Lawrence 
Gordon Clark, who directed seven and script¬ 
ed two episodes of the classic 1970s run, 
during which he proved himself to be a true 
master of TV horror. “He understood he was 
working on a smaller scale. This wasn’t cine¬ 
ma, this wasn’t VistaVision. It was television, 


and it seems like he innately understood that 
it’s a more intimate experience and requires 
a different touch, a different sensibility.” 

Lost Hearts is also a testament to the evoc¬ 
ative power of an unnerving set. While Price 
used location and stark, grainy, black-and- 
white cinematography to conjure his spirits, 
the Magic Lantern duo gives credit to both 
Clark and his production team, headed by pro¬ 
duction designer Don Taylor. “[They] created 
that world of the recluse predator who is 
seeking to bring the dark arts to life and has, 
in his study especially, every gadget for the 
purpose. It’s a tabernacle of transmogrifica¬ 
tion! It’s that level of care and detail that 
makes all the difference.” - Richard Whittaker

Have you ever looked at a photograph of your grand¬ 
parents, and wondered what their life together was really 
like? In Montana in 1960, Jerry (Gyllenhaal) loses his 
job as a golf pro, mopes around for a few weeks, and 
then runs off to work fighting wildfires for minimum wage, 
leaving his wife Jeanette (Mulligan) and 14-year-old son 
Joe (Oxenbould), from whose viewpoint the story is told, 
in a precarious position. Mulligan gives the performance 
of a lifetime as two halves of the same woman - before 
Jerry’s departure, she’s the picture of a perfect housewife. 
Afterward, she’s something more wild, an animal left to 
wander the burned-out hillside that was once home.

Music Poll Ballot 


Up all night pacing the floor, sweating, 
jotting names down on pieces of paper, 
then crumpling them in anger, and scream¬ 
ing “This is all wrong!” - most people don’t 
anguish this much over the Austin Music 
Poll. For me, it’s an important annual ritual: 
contemplating who in Austin music gave me 
the most thrills over the last 12 months. 

So yes, another election, and no, Beto 
O’Rourke’s not going to win this one 
either, although he might net some votes 
in the Best Bassist category. Nevertheless, 
the 2018-19 Austin Music Poll begins 
today. Like last year, we’re dividing the vot¬ 
ing into two rounds. The primaries, begin¬ 
ning now and running though Dec. 10, 
are an open ballot where you write in your 
favorite bands, musicians, 
and businesses. The top 
vote-getters from that 
round, along with selec¬ 
tions culled from solic¬ 
ited ballots distributed 
amongst industry profes¬ 
sionals, will become the 
five nominees for a finalist 
round, running Jan. 3 until 
Jan. 21. 

Artists receiving the 
most votes in each cat¬ 
egory will be announced 

at the 37th Annual Austin Music Awards, 
taking place at ACL Live at the Moody 
Theater on Feb. 27. Tickets are on sale now. 
Winners of industry categories including Best 
Radio Personality and Best Poster Artist will 
be announced at the notoriously boisterous 
Austin Music Industry Awards, hosted by 
yours truly at Emo’s on Feb. 17. 

Ch-Ch-Changes 

Best Sound Man? Try Live Sound Engineer, 
you sexist troglodyte! 

That’s a new a category in the Music Poll 
because we believe it’s more meaningful to 
give that honor to an individual than a venue, 
especially considering that some of the best 
work at multiple venues. In an effort to cel¬ 
ebrate the larger music community and reflect 
the changing industry, other new categories 
include Best Festival and Best Film/TV 
Composer. Hopefully those age better than a 
short-lived category like Best New Wave Band. 

We’ve also cut a few categories. 

Best Cover/Tribute Band had to go 


because their supporters also vote for the 
cover band members in individual musician 
categories, so you end up with guys who play 
“Don’t Stop Believin’” every night finishing 
in the Top 10 of the Best Guitarist and Best 
Male Vocalist categories. Austin chose a 
magical winner last year with the exquisite 
Selena tribute Bidi Bidi Banda, but they 
just as easily could have taken Best 
Latin honors. 

We also axed a few categories that elicited 
vote totals so low that the results lacked 
integrity: Best Specialty Instrument Store, 
Best Album Art, Best Venue to Play, and 
Best Club Lighting, which sounds like it was 
dreamed up by someone on mushrooms. 

Best New Club will be back next year, when 
there will hopefully be more 
than one to choose from. 
The fantastic Parker Jazz 
Club, 2018’s only fresh 
venue by our count, will still 
be eligible then. 

“That’s what I love about 
these Peterson Brothers, 
man. I get older, they stay 
the same age.” 

That’s my impression of 
Wooderson from Dazed 
and Confused voting in 
the Best U-18 category of 
the music poll, where balloters consistently 
write-in artists who are no longer age-eligible. 
Still, our reasons for exterminating Best U-18 
are ideological. 

In music, 16- and 17-year-olds are judged 
on the same merit as everyone else. Roky 
Erickson wrote “You’re Gonna Miss Me” 
when he was 15, and many of today’s trap 
superstars aren’t old enough to buy a pack 
of cigarettes. Quin NFN, the 17-year-old 
Austin rapper catching some national shine, 
doesn’t need Best U-18; he can win Best 
Hip-Hop/Rap. 

Same goes for perennial winners Tiarra 
Girls, who are worthy of Best Rock. 

Here’s my ballot. It feels so good to 
shout-out my favorite musicians, bands, and 
music-related businesses I wish I could do 
it twice. That’s not allowed, so now it’s your 
turn. If you need extra incentive, one voter 
who marks at least 20 categories will win a 
South by Southwest Music badge, retail 
value $1,025.

Shine Your Light 

From his family’s bands to funk powerhouse the FCs, 
Tomar Williams hones four thrilling decades of soul

Everyone in the family demonstrated talent, 
but Tomar seemed more equal than the others, 
fronting the first Williams Band. 


T omar Williams is as much a preacher 
as he is a singer, which is to say he 
has the unique ability to meet each 
person where they stand, while still con¬ 
necting to the crowd as a whole. 

The dynamic namesake of Tomar & the 
FCs certainly looks the part in his throw¬ 
back cotton button-up with high-waisted 
pleats. Onstage, he points at the camera 
with a foot propped up on the front speak¬ 
er, prepared to deliver his words of love 
and connection. 

“We’re filming tonight, so don’t be shy,” 
explains the career singer-producer with 
pastorly panache at packed-in South 
Congress mecca the Continental Club. 

Weeks before this late-October evening, 
Williams casually disclosed that a documen¬ 
tary centered on his family had begun pro¬ 
duction. The broadcast-style camera sug¬ 
gests his getup is pressing business. As is 
the soul storm happening in the club. 

Williams’ simple declaration to the rapt 
audience isn’t one expressing a latent fear. 
Nearly four decades of successes and fail¬ 
ures in front of unforgiving audiences cre¬ 
ates its own resolve. 

“My dad told him that he would be a lead 
singer,” says his sister Kadima. “He was 
probably 13 when we first started, and just 
like he performs now, he performed then.” 

Supported by a crisp, cooking quartet - 
guitarist Andy Tenberg, organist David 
Earl, bassist Mitch Fischels, and drummer 
Paul Kresowik - the frontman works up a 
merited sweat and satisfaction. His enthusi¬ 
asm crackles, palpable and contagious. 
Together, the five locals pound out big-bot¬ 
tomed funk raves like “Shine Your Light” 
off 2016 debut Heart Attack. 

In this, the youthful, 50-year-old singer 
proves himself an authentic soul man of old 
and new. His trials, tribulations, and vis¬ 
ceral earnestness steamroll into his vocal 
command. The Williams’ family message 
lives on in its locomotive fire starter. 

BEN 

On June 14, 1968, Las Vegas welcomed 
into the world Tomar Yassien Williams, 
the fifth of seven siblings. He’s the second 
boy after his brother, Karriem, and ahead 
of Ishaq and Salih. Since his birth to Isaac 
and Bobbie Jean Williams, he’s been 
called by his middle name. In fact, his 
first name draws pauses from every fami¬ 
ly member interviewed. 

His siblings remember their asthmatic 
but devoted brother as responsible and pro¬ 
tective without end. 

“Yassien was the one that would go 
around and ask his older brother Karriem if 
somebody was messing with him,” laughs 
older sister Cynthia. “He would be the one 
to take it into his own hands and handle the 
situation. As an asthmatic child, you tend to 
build your upper chest, so he would walk 
around puffed up like he was Hercules. 

“He was puny, but the other little kids 
would be intimidated, like, ‘Oh, he’s got 
some muscles.’” 

Ishaq recalls sharing an apartment with 
his brothers, a teenage Tomar effectively 
becoming their guardian. 


Although music permeated the house¬ 
hold, the Williamses lacked the necessary 
catalyst. Then a discovery came to the fore. 

“One day, when I was in high school and 
Yassien was in the fourth or fifth grade, he 
was playing drums on the kitchen table and 
he started singing,” says Cynthia, a beauty 
pageant contestant in her youth. “I was like, 
‘Wait a minute; I think he has skills.’ So I 
had him do a song, ‘Ben’ by Michael 
Jackson. He started to sing, and I was 
blown away. I could hear when someone 
had that natural gift - where every time 
they open their mouth, the person made 
you feel what he or she were singing. 

“From then on, I would hear him singing 
throughout the house. I never doubted his 
voice, because I heard it.” 


From his initial bandmates comes a thrice- 
verified story of young Tomar’s inborn musi¬ 
cal acumen. Having never played before and 
despite being only in the third grade, he saw 
an opportunity in his father inviting a band 
over to rehearse for an upcoming perfor¬ 
mance by Cynthia. During a break in the 
playing, the men left their instruments just 
as Tomar and his brothers arrived home 
from school early. 

“My brother says, ‘Don’t you touch those 
drums,”’ laughs Tomar. “I said, ‘Man, I gotta 
play.’ I was studying, looking at them. Man, 
oh man, I still remember. I sat down at the 
drums and my brother’s looking at me like, 
‘You lost your goddamn mind.’” 

He played them, all right, and well - as if 
he had been born with Clyde Stubblefield 


riffs downloaded into his young mind. 
Everyone in the family demonstrated tal¬ 
ent, but Tomar seemed more equal than the 
others, fronting the first Williams Band, 
then Black Magic, then Sophisticated Gents 
when the sisters left home, and the 
Sophisticated Gents Plus Two when Cynthia 
and Kadima returned to the fold. Finally, 
they settled on 6:AM in honor of their 
unusual work and school schedules. 

“We played a lot of the chitlin’ circuit,” 
explains Salih, who first performed in the 
band as the token maracas player, in reference 
to the high-traffic African-American club 
periphery. “When we finally made it to Austin, 
it was the first time we played in a ventilated 
venue. We were used to playing smoky shot¬ 
gun clubs - one way in, one way out.” 

At the time, the group played the vanguard 
of soul-pop, including Michael Jackson, 
Prince, and Alexander O’Neal - none of 
whom moved the needle for old heads. 
Dismissal ended in Austin, where 6:AM 
played Steamboat, Liberty Lunch, and other 
famed venues as Eighties orbitals to hit R&B 
groups Tony! Toni! Tone! and Ready for the 
World. If there’s one particular indication of 
the band’s inherent talent, consider their 
alignment with Kim Fowley, who discovered 
and managed Seventies icons the Runaways. 

Fowley possessed exceptional taste, a fact 
well known to all corners of the larger 
industry. Equally notable, he built an infa¬ 
mous reputation for running acts aground 
with broken promises and dubious arrange¬ 
ments. 6:AM landed a major-label deal, but 
while cutting their debut, Fowley allegedly 
ran off with $15,000 earmarked for the 
album’s completion. 

“What we found out is that RCA Records 
gave him that last installment,” says Tomar 
today, with a residual mixture of astonish¬ 
ment and what-could’ve-been wonderment. 
“His wife wanted a house, so instead of 
completing our album, he took that money.” 

They managed to finish the album, but 
couldn’t find placement with another label 
given the material’s publishing rights 
issues with RCA and Fowley. 6:AM never 
recovered. 

PURPLE STUFF 

One dream down, Tomar consoled him¬ 
self in a handful of bands, including a 
strong stint in jazz/soul Austin collective 
Hot Buttered Rhythm - as second key¬ 
boardist. Meanwhile, Salih lived and briefly 
played in California, and traveled to Africa. 
Back in Austin, an argument with his then- 
girlfriend about the beats he created for no 
one in particular resulted in him leaving his 
day job for lunch one afternoon and never 
clocking back in. 

His cousin, Anthony James, told him late 
Houston rapper Big Moe would be making 
an appearance in San Marcos. They set up a 
meeting. In astonishingly short order, the 
Salih-produced “Barre Baby” caught fire on 
Southeast Texas’ airwaves. The Williams 
family band’s default percussionist wound 
up producing the majority of Moe’s main¬ 
stream star turn, 2002’s Purple World, includ¬ 
ing the hit single “Purple Stuff.”

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TOMAR WILLIAMS CONTINUED FROM P.52 



Under the production moniker Carnival 
Beats, Salih and Tomar hoped to become 
the antithesis of mainstream rap’s hard¬ 
core fare during the early Aughts. Their 
live instrumental brand implied fun with 
a knowing wink - a syrupy, trancelike 
sound that managed to be playful and 
warm. Salih’s connection to Moe ultimate¬ 
ly led to producing nationwide smashes 
for Paul Wall (“Sittin’ Sidewayz”) and 
Mike Jones (“Back Then,” “Still Tippin’”). 
Tomar reveals that the latter song origi¬ 
nally belonged to an MC they signed 
named Swip. 

“Whenever he’d do shows here in Austin, 
he would do it as a freestyle warm-up before 
he’d go into his actual show,” he says. “We 
told him, ‘You need to write something to 
that, man. Put something on that.’” 

He did not. Fortunately for the duo, Mike 
Jones did, although Salih says the Houston 
rapper wasn’t in love with the track. It took 
a side-eye from associate Paul Wall, who 
had designs on the production, to generate 
some enthusiasm. 

Tomar, who featured heavily on Trae tha 
Truth’s 2003 debut, Losing Composure, 
became increasingly involved with produc¬ 
tion and songwriting once the brothers 
earned a publishing deal with label behe¬ 
moth Universal. They worked with Trick 
Daddy and the Ying Yang Twins, but by 
2010, the pair mostly bowed out of hip-hop 
and Houston’s scene specifically, which had 
splintered. Infighting amongst the metrop¬ 
olis’ stars plus changing tastes and budgets 
had put the duo between a rock and a 
shrinking paycheck for production. 

They needed to turn around and go back 
home - literally and figuratively. 


THE FINAL CALL 

Tomar Williams’ origins reside in Luling, 
just off a dirt road leading to the house his 
father built more or less by himself. (How 
much more or less is lost to time and the 
82-year-old’s fading memory.) 

The house sits at the head of a spread 
totaling over 60 acres, punctuated with a 
cane cholla in the front yard. It’s an inter¬ 
esting plant at a treelike size, gnarled roots 
undecided about earthen comings and 
goings. The bark bears prickly cactus as 
fruit, with each sprouting its own flowers. 

Weathered and resilient, the Williams 
family homestead couldn’t be better repre¬ 
sented by vegetation. 

Born of Gullah heritage from along 
Georgia’s Ogeechee River trail, Isaac 
Williams is one of 10 children from 
Yemassee, South Carolina, a small, low 
country town split between the counties of 
Beaufort and Hampton. A mechanic in the 
Air Force during and after the Korean War, 
he eventually settled in Texas. Introduced 
to a young Bobbie Lamkin by her sister, 
Isaac initially was kept at bay from his 
future wife of 57 years by her father, the 
great James R. Lamkin. 

Even so, the great mystery at the center 
of the Williams family is their relationship 
to the Nation of Islam, a controversial reli¬ 
gious group that hosts a small but ardent 
contingency in the Austin area. Through 
Bobbie’s brother Joel, she and Isaac joined 
the Nation during the Sixties, at the height 
of the Civil Rights movement. 

Aside from the spiritual perspectives, 
which can vary in Islamic orthodoxy, self- 
sufficiency and black-positive cultural 
aspects were likely attractive for two people 


born roughly two generations from slavery 
and within Jim Crow states. Tomar and his 
siblings were chiefly raised in the Nation. 
Today, it’s reasonably apparent that the 
family has long ceased following NOI doc¬ 
trine in its strictest sense. 

Cynthia, for one, no longer practices or 
adheres to any of the NOI’s tenets. Others 
in her immediate family have reduced the 
influence to its rough essences and day-to- 
day guidance in living. Alongside his wife 
Flora and their children, Tomar calls him¬ 
self a Muslim and recalls pushing the 
Nation’s publication, The Final Call, on 
38th Street and Interstate 35. 

“Brother, I made so many connections,” 
he insists with conviction. “It wasn’t about 
the paper, because I knew once I made that 
connection, the paper was just only a news¬ 
paper. Making those connections, I ulti¬ 
mately changed a lot of people’s percep¬ 
tions of how they think and how they per¬ 
ceive or begin to even think about how a 
young black man would conduct himself.” 

Nearly all of the siblings admit that the 
intersection of NOI doctrine and music 
made a significant impact on their lives. 

“[It’s about] love and respect, giving with¬ 
out expecting something in return,” states 
Salih. “Whatever you believe in, just know 
there’s a higher force guiding you. With 
music, it’s like another religion in itself. You 
meet people who are so in love with music 
and you relate with them.” 

FUNKY CAUCASIANS 

The genre pivot for Salih, with his blues¬ 
centric Dirty Water project, and Tomar into 
soul and R&B in 2012 behind Latasha Lee 
& the Black Ties isn’t new. The transitions 
of Aloe Blacc, Mayer Hawthorne, and 
Phonte of critically acclaimed trio Little 
Brother all come to mind. Nor is the axial 
change necessarily a departure at all. 

For Tomar, he only needed the right band, 
one both talented and comfortable in its own 
skin. Their paths collided at Austin’s Music 
Lab. With a distinct irony and to the likely 


chagrin of his bandmates, Tomar & the FCs 
drummer Paul Kresowik defined an “FC.” 

“People would come up to us after a show 
and say, ‘Man, y’all some funky Caucasians,”’ 
recounts the beat-keeper. 

Both Andy Tenberg and Mitch Fischels 
recall the band’s intentions not being made 
entirely serious before Tomar’s arrival. The 
latter occurrence is credited to mutual 
friend and former Black Ties horn player 
Nikolas Bouklas. 

“We were playing Booker T and Meters 
tunes,” says Fischels. “There wasn’t much 
pressure then.” 

During the first jam session by both par¬ 
ties at the Music Lab, that changed signifi¬ 
cantly. Everyone in both camps and within 
earshot of the new assembly heard it. When 
they emerged from the room, they were 
immediately accosted. 

“They were like, ‘That dude can sing. We 
thought that was a recording the entire 
time,”’ recounts Fischels. “When we saw 
musicians out in the hallway [in shock] I 
looked at the guys, I said, ‘We don’t get this, 
not in Austin.’” 

With a new album on the horizon, there 
will be pressure for the band going forward. 
All of them say it feels like the right time for 
everyone involved. For his part, the singer 
brandishes faith. He believes in the band, in 
his God, and in the moment. 

“I told my wife, ‘I think this is it,”’ says 
Tomar. “She said, ‘You think so?’ I said, 
‘This is gonna be it.’” 

THRILLER 

In 1982, Tomar Williams resembled your 
average 14-year-old with a Michael Jackson 
obsession. Thriller had hoofed its way to 
global soundtrack status. The local teen’s 
mother booked her M.J. doppelganger to 
perform at the retirement home where 
she worked. 

“I had the whole nine yards,” laughs 
Williams, “the gloves, the glasses, the ‘Beat 
It’ jacket. Hell, I still have [the jacket]. Man, it 
was funny. So, I decided to go, and I had my 
boombox, the ghetto blaster. 

“I put that Thriller cassette 
tape in, man, and boy, those 
old folks honestly thought 
I was Michael Jackson 
because I studied the steps. 
I learned every single move 
Michael had. I had the hair, 
the curl. I’m tellin’ you, it 
was crazy. I would go around 
and do it for charity, not 
for money. 

“It was never about that. 
When [the senior citizens] 
see me walk by, or I walk up 
to ’em and shake their 
hands, man, it was that look 
- the look in their eyes. I’ve 
never forgotten that.” ■
